Schneider, who was charged with forgery in the 
third degree, pleaded guilty to the fourtn grade of 
that Offence.

If .New York has a Catholic Cathedral unrtyalled 
on the American Continent the City of Churches la 
about to have ber Cathedral, which. If It be leaa 
superb In the costliness of material. Is no less grand 
in architectural design, its immense capacity and 
the beauty of Rs decorations. 
In tbe mouth of Juno, igC5, oa a rlslag ground 
situated between \ auderblit avenue aud Clermont 
avenue, the loundaiion of this new structure, called 
the Cathedral of tho Imroaculaia ConceoUon, was 
commenced, and m June, l«68 the corner stone wa* 
laid, with all the imposing ceremonial of tbe Catho­ 
lic Church, by liishop l.o u g h lan -a ceremony which 
was witnessed by thousauJs of peraons both from 
New Y'ork and Brooklyn and tbo surrounding dis­ 
tricts. 
What tbe estim ated expense m ight bav« 
been does not appear, but Irom tho best calculation 
that one could venture upon, from what It is intended 
to make the building both externally and Internally, 
It cau hardly be Ic.-s than |'2,000,000. 
DIMENBION.S UF THE C.VT1IEDRAL. 
The extrem e .ength of the edlflce from the towers 
in front to the rear of the chapel is 354 feet; leugth 
from front entrance to rear of the apse (sanctuary) 
204 feet; extrem e breadth of the transept, 180 feet; 
extrem e bicadili of u.we and alslei, 03 feat. 
Thers 
will be two chapeu, one at each of the front 
entrances. 
The larger ono wlilHie 90 feet long and 
40 feet wide; the other of somewhat less dimensions.

An energetic movement is a t present on foot, both 
in England and Ireland, to secure tho pardon of the 
Fenian pnsonors held In custody by the Brlll|U gov- 
eruuieut, and a geuoral amuosty fo'r political odencea 
bids fair to become before long an im portant plank 
In the platfonn of the Irish, If not ol Hie whole libe­ 
ral parly. Up to a comparatively recent period the 
effort waa conllned to those who aympathized with 
tlie objects of Fenlonlsm, even If some of them did 
not approve of all Its acts; but the magnitude and 
character of the latest meetluga give evidence that 
the circle la widening, aud that it already laclndei 
many who cannot be euspeoted of favoring any 
such liberation of Ireland as th at contemplated 
by the secret brotherhood.

Indeed, there la good gronnd for staUng 
that the present British governm ent views with no 
unfriendlv cyo the proper oglUtlon of a polltioal jaU 
delivery, and receives with satisfactton those pell- 
tiuus for the pardon of the Fenians th at are couched 
in a becoming tone. Tho liberation of all political 
prisoners would bo an act by which Messrs. Glad­ 
stone and Blight would willingly distlDguish their 
admlnlHrauon, and they witness with regret the 
inconsulerate violence of those would-be heroes 
whoso Licoiidiary tangu-ago only throws em barrass­ 
ments In the way ol the pardon of 
their fellow 
countrymen. It is by no means creditable to Eng­ 
land, with all her boa.sted strength, to keep a handful 
ot IrUh Insitrgculs Immured In her dungeons whUe 
the French Emperor, whoso political Insocurltv she Is 
HO loud of piclurltig. throws opon the prison doors 
ol all ptiiuical oiveuders. Independent of this con- 
s doniiion, however, the reloa-io of tho Fenians is 
nuci ssardy an linportuiit part of the programme laid 
lown l.y iVlf. Gladstone lu his tro.atuieut of the Irish 
question. 
The m easure he has already curiTed 
tiiroiiiiii, and those by wliieh It Is lo be followod, 
mvtiirally e.stiaago from him tho UltUorto teadliig 
cloiiiea'.s in Irisli politics, I’rotcstantisui and lana- 
lordlBin, uud he must look elsewhere lor strength 
aud Hupiiort In t'uat portiou of the kingtlom. He has 
to secii Ills new liTeiids among the Roman Catholics 
and the tenantry, and as they are by millions the 
most imuicrous ho has only lo dlseiRhrall th >m irom 
the tyranuy of the Church and the lundowncrs and 
ho iieccmes ail powerful In Ireland.

Damnffee By a Boiler Explosion. 
Before Judges Monell, McCnnn aud Flihian. 
Braalus Crawford, F laintiff and Ap¡)ellant, ve. 
J b r a m R . Welch, DefendarU and lieepondent.—Thia 
was an action to recover damages done to tbe piain- 
tUTs building, in West Twenty-eighth street, rannlng 
ttarongh to Tweuiy-seventh street, caused by the e x ­ 
plosion of a steam boiler used by the defendant on 
the premises adjoining, on the wcsu The defendant 
occupied these adjoining premises. No. 2&8 West 
Twenty-eighth street, as a turnm g aud machine 
shop, and bud therein a steam engine and boiler. 
The boiler was an uprigbt one and set in a vanlt, Us 
head coming up above the ground door about four 
iset, the vault beiug about five feet deep. There was 
an arch over the top of the boiler and the boiler 
head went up through this arch. On the 9th of Sep­ 
tember, 1867, the boiler exploded, shooting np in 
nearly a perpendicular direction—insomuch that it 
did not tonch a four story building on the west, 
■tandmg about twelve or fourteen feet from whore 
the boiler stood—and yet inclining to the west in 
ite ascent, and landed over too feet west from the 
place where It started, coming down through the 
rear ol Mr. Houseman’s house, la Tweutj-clglun 
street.

Northern Dcmo- 
crncy. tho Nonlh and tho Succession. 


The late eloctiona in Pennsylvania and Oblo 
ought to be suilicient to convince the demo- 
crittic party that tho reign of slavery and tho 
constitution of Huchanan are among the things 
of tho past—that the financial policy of Gen­ 
eral G rant’s liungural touching tho national 
debt w’dl stand, and that tho (Ifioenth amond- 
mont, interdicting the United States and every 
.Slate from any restrictions on suffrage on 
account of race or color, will becomo in tho 
inferval to the elections of next autum n part 
of the siipreiiiH law of the land. These things, 
at all ovents, in the elections of last year and 
this year, are established or inevitable, and 
they cali iijioii the democracy for a new depar­ 
ture. 
The decisive b iMle of the democrats on their 
old llonrbun principles of State sovereignty 
and negro distinctions was fought in 1868 on 
the declaration in the Tammany national plat­ 
form, that all “ the roconstniction acts of Con­ 
gress are unconstitutional, revolutionary, null 
^and void," which involved tho proposition to 
carry us back to “ the constitution as it was” 
before tho war. Southern State rights and all. 
Upon tills issue in G rant’s election the recon­ 
struction nets of Congress were endorsed by 
the people, including negro suffrage in the States 
directly concerned. 
W hat would have been 
the result had Chase been nominated Instead 
of Seymour, and on a platform recognizing 
the reconstruction acts of Congress, or what 
might have been done had not Seymour been 
pinned down by the Tammany resolution of 
Wade Hampton and the revolutionary letter of 
General Blair, it would bo a waste of time 
now to consider. 
We have to deal with things 
aa they are. 
After the election of G eneral 
G rant, with its endorsemont of the republican 
party, another advance was made by the out­ 
going Congress on negro suffrage in tho 
fifteenth amendment, proposing to mako this 
suffrage uniform throughout tho United States 
under the authority of Congress, and in tho 
General’s inaugural he cordially supported the 
proposition. 
What has followed? 
Beginning with Vir­ 
ginia, tlio old Southern State rights demo­ 
crats 
and 
conservative 
republicans 
have 
formed a new Southern parly under the wing 
of the administration. 
The new anti-radical 
I.egislature of Virginia thus elected has rati­ 
fied the fifteenth amendm ent, and in Missis­ 
sippi and Texas, with the success of either 
party, the same course will be pursued. 
They 
have given up tho fight with Congress in tho 
South, the supporters of Seymour in that sec­ 
tion being satiaftod tliat his defeat settled the 
question, and that it would bo worse than use­ 
less any longer to follow the Bourbons of the 
NorUi. 
Here, then, we stand. 
Tho fifteenth 
amendment is ou the verge of a full ratifica­ 
tion ; the Southern democracy havo entered 
into a new political league on things as they 
are, while the Northern democracy have been 
again defeated on their old issues, and in elec­ 
tions, too, in which indifference so far pre­ 
vailed on the republican side that it was 
expected these elections would go by default. 
Nothing is changed North from tho results of 
last year except the situation of the Northern 
wing of the late dem ocratic forces, which now 
stands alone, with much lost and nothing 
gained.

dem anded; 
but 
where is it to begin ? 
P arty discipline will 
carry the democracy, no doubt, with their 
colors aloft, through our coming November 
election. 
But what then? 
Assuming th at 
negro suffrage and Southern reconstruction 
will soon be practically settled, the dividing 
lines between the two great parties hencefor­ 
ward will bo drawn upon the m easures of 
Gcnéfal G rant’s adm inistration and of Con­ 
gress. 
The m easures and policy of the party 
in power on the money question, in all its 
details of debt, bonds, banks, currency, Inter­ 
nal taxes and tariffs, arid on our foreign rela­ 
tions, including the Cuban <;(ue9tlon, the Mexi­ 
can question and the Alabama claims, wii! 
give shape and direction to the contest for 
the next Presidency. 
Twelve months hence, 
from present appearances, the now Southern 
party will hold every Southern State, la gain­ 
ing tho bulk of tho negro vote; and twelve 
months hence, free everyw here from Congres­ 
sional supervision as Tennessee or Kentucky, 
this new party will drift Into oppcsition to the 
powers that be, and in view of something tike 
a restoration of the old Southern balance of 
power. 
Here, then, is the turning point of the 
Northern democracy for tho succession. 
We 
think, too, they will be called to it before the 
next October elections. 
They have no policy 
now, or nothing but dead issues and a loose 
general policy of opposition to tho adm inistra­ 
tion. 
They must reorganize upon tho living 
Issues of tho day and recognixo the nigger, 
and use him, as they are doing in tho South, 
In taking this step the Northern democracy 
by the year 1872 wlli be aoon the biorh road to 


the repoasession of tho governm ent, for, with 
proper encouragement, the Southern negro 
will give them that balance of power which 
was lost by bis m aster in the robelllou.

engaged, us f thought, In a most disreputable tran.s- 
action. If the speculators had been sucoesdul you 
would never have heard of any one connec’ed with 
the administration os being couuocted with tho 
tran.sactlon. Yours truly, 
U. 8. GRANT. 
F. .s.—I have written tlib In great haste, and with­ 
out oxerclslng Judginout as to the propriety of 
writing It. but I submit It to your Judgmeut.

This is perfectly satisfactory and conclusive. 
It was not needed, however, for tho vindica­ 
tion of General Grant. 
Ills order to sell those 
four millions of gold on that fatal Friday 
to tho ring was in Itself a complete refutation 
of all tho insinuations of his foreknowledge of 
or complicity in the pool.

of tho Spaniards; and from a (bird we perceive 
that ofueUles are stUI practised, and (hat tho 
inhabitants of the large cities and tow ns are 
fleeing to the mountains for safely, 
U is 
evident, therefore, from those reports that the 
condition of the island is not improving, and 
loyalty 
to Spanish rule is becoming daily 
more and more remote. 
We hear nothing 
more of Jordan's allegad treachery. 
H e still 
occupies the same high position in tho revolu­ 
tionary forces that he has filled for so long a 
time with so much ability. 
The little game of 
attempting to throw dishonor on bis loyalty by 
Spanish sympathizers has played itself out. 
That the revolutionists are able to bold the 
advantages they have already acquired w ith­ 
out aid from outside is som ething which those 
who look forward to Cuban Indopondonce have 
a right to feel proud of. Troubles at homo may 
compel the Spaniards to abandon the idea of 
sending more troops to this side of the A tlan­ 
tic. 
Spain’s present difficulty at home is, or 
should provo, Cuba's opportunity, and that 
Cespedes and bis friends will take advantage 
of it there is no reason to fear. 


Spain—The Republican Movement. 


O ur news from Spain is pregnant with inte­ 
rest. The republicans in the south. In the east, 
and, indeed, all over the country have made 
another effort. 
It is difficult to believe that 
this last movement was not well concerted, 
that it was not m eant to be sim ultaneous aud 
to succeed. 
In Malaga, the most im portant 
city in the south of Spain, and in Valencia, 
one of the two great cities on the east coast, 
the republican outburst has boon vigorous and 
well sustained. 
If anything were wanted to 
convince us that the movcmont waa intended 
to be serious, and that the governm ent so 
regarded it, wo should find the noedjd evidence 
in the fact that Madrid is virtually in a state 
of siege. 
Twelve thousand men and forty 
pieces of artillery before tho city moan some­ 
thing. 
True we have been told that the insur­ 
gents had offered to come to term s and that 
the government would hear of nothing but 
absolute surrender. 
This only proves that at 
Madrid the governm ent has power enough to 
suppress tho rebellion. 
It does not convince 
us that Spain is saitisfied with the adm inistra­ 
tion of Prim, Serrano and the rest. 
V alencia, 
according to latest accounts, was still in the 
bands of the insurgents, although they were 
not unwilling to surrender on 
reasonable 
terms. 
The more prominent republicans have 
all found it necessary to flee from the country. 
Castellar is said to be in 
Portugal 
and 
Picrrad 
is 
in 
France. 
The 
gravity 
of 
the 
situation 
is 
illustrated 
by 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
republican 
m embers 
have 
deliberately absented them selves from the 
meetings of the Cortes. 
They may be in the 
capital, and it is not impossible th at they may 
be arrested ; but the fact will still rem ain—the 
party calling itself republican is not in sympa­ 
thy with the government. 
That party is 
strong, and, when we add to it the defeated 
but still hopeful C arlista and tho not despairing 
Isabellinos, we can form some idea of the 
actual condition of Spain. 
The government, 
it is true, still has the arm y on which to le a n ; 
but with the Carlista, the Isabellinos and the 
republicans all influencing it at various points, 
and with more or less force, tho arm y cannot 
much longer be safely relied upon for support. 
The one thing which is wanted to mako tho 
Spanish revolution hopeful is a revolution in 
the army. 
If the army could only break loose 
and ally itself with tho people wa should cease 
to have any difficulty in believing in tho future 
of one of the grandest countries of Europe. 
Surely there is a future for Spain. She cannot 
lie in the dust forever. 
But when will the 
daylight be seen, if the arm y is to remain a 
blind, unthinking machine, 
which does it.i 
work with equal effect w hether Isabella reigns 
or Prim rules ? 
If the Spanish arm y would 
only think all would bo well. 
Mean\,»iiile, wo 
are prepared for any n e w s -re a d y for any 
Burp rise. 


Tlio PrAjertcd 8alt Water NTstrm. 
Within the program m e presented by the per­ 
sons who propose the use of salt water instead of 
Croton for extinguishing fires and cleaning the 
streets there is possible a great city improve­ 
ment and some great benefits to the people at 
large. Certainly we cannot too carefully guard 
against such a calamity as the actual want of 
w ater in this great city. 
A re we safe against 
such a possibility ? 
Suppose at once an 
exceptional season of drought and unusual 
demands upon the water, and we should not 
only be put to the necessity of forbidding the 
use of w ater for ordinary purposes, but we 
might be compelled to limit its use for even 
domestic purposes. 
We m ust bear in mind 
that the supply of our w ater does not increase 
year by year, and that the demand for it does 
steadily and very greatly increase. 
With a 
population such as we shall have on this island 
in ten vears we shall be compelled to got our 
w ater n-óm other sources than the Croton and 
its tributaries, 
unless in the meantime we 
shall have done what we may to enable us to 
keep tho Croton especially for use in the 
house. 
The 
plan 
of 
underlying 
the 
city with 
great 
conduits, 
and 
then 
of 
drawing 
the 
water 
by 
vacuum , 
to 
a 
reservoir 
at some central 
point 
has no 
apparent difficulty, and the estimated expense 
is a trifle 
by 
comparison 
with tho bene­ 
fits promised. 
If 
the 
idea 
bo 
extended 
from this to furnishing power by which the 
w ater can be driven with force through hose 
at any part of the city, we shall have not only 
an economy in the saving of fire ongiuei, but 
the advantage that the engine will always be 
at the corner with steam np, 
With w ater so 
abundant that the streots may be flooded every 
summer’s morning they cannot accum ulate the 
filth from which we suffer at certain seasons. 
The abundant wetting of the streets In our hot 
season with salt w ater will prevent that stifling 
heat of tho air that makes our city an oven in 
tho August day; for tho salt thus vaporised in 
the air will not be liable to the objections 
urged Agalnit t))« oastlag of solid M lt oo tha 


snow in winter. 
A nother benefit quite equal 
to any of these Is th at with the w ater thus 
brought up from the river we may have vast 
public salt w ater baths all through tho city.

The real money changers have had their 
eyes opened to tho necessity of cutting loose 
from tho gam blers; hence the difficulty of 9§t- 
ting in motion again the wheelg 6f the gold 
dealing m achinery,

one side lye see 


subslantial m en-^the men w L le a l In coin 
as a merchandise— who really buy and sell the 
article. 
They want a safe and practicable plan 
of accommodating the differences 
between 
themselves and other houses without their 
being put to tho labor of handling the material 
a dozen times over. 
But it is in this effort of 
the real trader to avoid handling tho m etal that 
tho gambler has bis origin. 
Any transaction 
that is dono on paper he is equal to. 
So long 
as the dealers only exchange a piece of paper, 
m arked 
with tho indebtedness of one or 
another, he is their peer. 
But the moment 
that a transaction in gold must be accompanied 
with the m aterial fact of a delivery of the 
article he is done for. 
Now the theory of the 
Clearing House is that it is to calculate tho dif­ 
ferences of aseries of sales so that the sm allest 
possible amount of coin may have to be handled. 
Its abuse is that it facilitates the transactions 
en p ap er; and because it is so subject to this 
abuse, because it does not seem possible to 
have it separated from this abuse, the real 
traders desire to be rid of it. 
But on the 
other side are the speculative gentlemen. 
They h are no gold—though their checks. 
If not followed up too far and too fast, 
may be “ good” for any amount they choose 
to buy. 
They come 
down ^town 
at 
ten 
A. 
M. and 
find 
gold 
at 
130. 
They 
have 
a 
little 
fancy 
that 
something 
is to happen in 
half an hour th at 
will 
mako it worth 135. 
They buy at 130, and 
if the gold rises to 185 they get the difference 
between thirty and thirty-five on each dollar of 
the am ount; and if it falls to twenty-nine they 
pay the difference. 
Their transaction is the one 
or tho five cents difference on each dollar, for 
they never held the amount aam ed in the sale, 
whether it wore for ton thousand or ton m il­ 
lion dollars. 
For these gentlemen a gold 
clearing honso is vital air. 
They cannot have 
a vigorous existence without it, and they will 
not havo it voted out of being, and as it comes 
to voting, these speculative gentlemen, who are 
much more numerous than the others, will have 
their way, or in the words of Thursday’s dis­ 
cussion “ tho parties without property will 
force rules and regulations upon the parties 
who havo property.” W hat will be the ultimate 
effect? 
The dealers will eventually have a 
system of their own and will leave the finan­ 
ciers of fictitious transactions to themselves, 
and the people at large will know how to dis­ 
tinguish between the two. 


The Kinprem Ensenie in Stanbonl. 


Henceforth among tho great political events 
of the age history will chronicle, doubtless as 
one of the most rem arkable, the visit of the 
Em press of the French to Constantinople, 
the capital of the East, the seat of an infidel 
government. 
It is an event which has an 
importance that cannot fail to become evident. 
Not only does this striking occurrence refer to 
tho political changes that have succeeded In 
tho Old World, but still more to the progress of 
religious sentiment. 
It is, to a certain extent, 
the destruction of the barrier that since the 
commencement of the w orld’s history so dis­ 
tinctly divided the followers of different creeds. 
The Sultan has done much tow ards this step 
himself by breaking through the rules pre­ 
scribed by the ancient doctrine of his creed 
and visiting the capital of France during the 
late International Exhibition. 
It proves that 
henceforward diplomatic intercourse is and 
must bo untram melled by religious differences- 
in fact, the supremacy of State interests above 
tho variance of creed. 
The Em press has 
nndertaken a great step, which has never been 
oqiialled in history since tho visit of the Queen 
of Sheba to King Solomon. 
Fully aware of 
the importance of the mighty undertaking that 
will, in all probability, cause a complete revo­ 
lution in the political, commercial and social 
relations between the E ast and tho West, 
she wishes that the opening of tlio Suez 
Canal shall be greeted Ijy herself In person, as 
t'uo repiesontatlve of one of the great Powers 
of Christian Europe. 
So im portant does this 
event appear to her far-sooing mind that, not­ 
withstanding the direct support lent to the 
great scheme by her husband, the Emperor, 
sho deems it a duty that he should also be duly 
represented at its consummation. 
Prevented 
by his delicate state of health from taking a 
personal part in the ceremonies, he could not 
have chosen a more suitable representative of 
the French nation than his own wife. 
The 
Sultan, as wo are informed by cable despatch, 
has received her Majesty with the most im­ 
posing and magnificent ceremony. 
The event 
to him Is of tho highest moment. 
It is nn evi­ 
dence of the good will of a mighty Power, 
made directly apparent to himself and all 
Europe. 
It is an indirect warning to the Czar 
of all tho Russias that Russian influence must 
DO more attempt Its despotic rule on Ottoman 
soil. 
And still more, it Is a proof that every 
effort will be made to bring about an amica­ 
ble settlem ent of the difficulties existing be­ 
tween the Sublime Porte and the Viceroy of 
Egypt. 
In all these weighty m atters the 
hand of the great European diplom atist is visi­ 
ble; it proves bis great forethought and ready 
action. 
It proves still more especially bis de­ 
sire (0 preserve the peace of Europe, which 
depends scarcely less upon a harmonious un­ 
derstanding among all parties in the East than 
upon the observance of law and order in the 
heart of France,_________________

Napoleon and the French Canadian Bishops. 


Our telegrams from Ottawa, the capital of 
the Now Dominion, report that the Em peror 
Napoleon has ordered that the expenses which 
will be incurred by tho French Bishop of 
Quebec, and it is to be presumed by others of 
the French Canadian prelates, in going to and 
returning from Rome to attend the Ecumenical 
Council and after its close shall be defrayed 
from the imperial exchequer in Paris. 
By this 
act Napoleon does graceful homage both to 
the IndostructiUillty of the French race and 
the indivisibility of French sentiment, besides 
performing a useful and well-timed act of 
Catholic voluntaryism . 
The French Cana­ 
dians are, after all, Frenchm en still, and the 
memory and traditions of La Belle France 
cheer and console their frugal hearths and 
rudely constructed homesteads amid the bleak 
rigors and many difficulties and privations inci­ 
dent to a North Am erican winter ju st as effec­ 
tually as if the three thousand miles of ocean 
which intervene between them and the land 
of their fathers were obliterated. 
Thrifty and 
industrious in their humble every-day pursuits, 
the French Canadians are poor in the goods 
of the world, so that there is little doubt 
that the contribution of his M ajesty—coming 
aa it does from the im perial private exchequer 
or “ privy purse” and not from the tax budget 
of the empire—will be a vastly agreeable as well 
as very timely relief to their spiritual guides. 
Tho French Canadians have never been 
fused with tho British people or Anglo-Saxon 
interest in North America. 
They read back 
to the period of the settlem ent of Jacques 
C artier and the w ar trium phs of Montcalm, but 
still endeavor to ignore, in memory at least, 
the action and victory of General Wolfe, 
which brought them only British taxation, a 
complex, ill-defined system of jurisprudence 
and law, a State Church for a time, religious 
dissensions, Irish Orangolsm 
and 
Prince 
A rthur. 
They rem ain, notwithstanding, use­ 
ful subjects of tho British Crown whon left 
undisturbed in ibcir home pursuits. 
That their 
bishops should attend tho Council in Romo is 
quite natural and proper, for the reason that it 
is Catholic. With Canada divided and distracted 
by religious feud, as it ju st now is, tho ques­ 
tion of their transportation to the Holy City 
may have come up as an em barrassing one to 
the Governor General, Sir John Young. 
The 
King of Prussia, with other rulers who dis­ 
sent from Romo in belief, have stepped for­

U Mr. Houndell 
uieuns superiurity, such as in America or m Eng­ 
land. gives an upper and a lower class, the statem ent 
Is true, but that there is no other Idea of m astership 
in Jam aica than such as prevails in New York, 
WashUigioa, Middlesex-on-Lancashlre or 
indeed 
throughout any civilized country. That while lu 
Eugluiid the upper and lower classes are of tbe 
same race and coior, in tUo West Indie.* and America 
they are not so, and while this is an unfortunate 
fact, we m ust make the best of it, for It cannot be 
helped. 8o long as Jam aica exists as a civilized 
country It will leiain the white element, the white 
m en being always toiind among the upi>er classes, 
the greater nm noerof negroes among the lower. lAit 
the CbiircU or the government do what it would, and 
however eminently successful they might oe In ele­ 
vating the negro race to an equality with the whites 
the rule would still bold good, and a certain mas- 
ttrship would be felt to attach to a certain color. 
I’rorcssor Deilsscr, whose nam e is now familiar as

with your permission to ralae attention to a clrcum- 
aunco not hitherto cousliiered, namely, how the at- 
Utude of this country may be affected, In deaUng 
with this complex question, by the opening of the 
Buez usual ou tue n th November next; and to 
this end 1 purpoM directing tho «ttenuou of your 
reailers. 
I beg It, however, to be dlsttnctly nnderstood tbat, 
os It would 111 become any member of tbe adm inis­ 
tration of Uie Bnea Canal Company to betray any 
party or uauonal bias, I sbaU endeavor, os far os 
iiesm my power, to confino my observations to 
facto and inferences which may be reasonably drawn 
from luem, leaving your readers to decide for them­ 
selves. W ith tins object in view, it is necessary 
tbat 1 should brieily retrace the ncgoUatlons with 
reference to the “ Alabama claim s.” 
it may su n be fresh m the recollection of yonr 
readers th a. two days oner tbe slguam re of the Con­ 
vention. on the 12th of November last. Mr. Reverdy 
Johnson iniorm ed Lord Btanlev th at be had received 
a telegraphic message saying, “Claims convention 
entirely acceptable, except as to place of meet­ 
ing; and that It U essential to Its spprovsi by 
the Heuate that the place be Washington, and 
nut London.” To this Lord Stanley agreed, although 
he considered It would be productive of lucou- 
venienoe, and an additional oruoie was signed on the 
23d 01 November to that elTesl. On tho 27th end 
again on tbe aoth November Lord Stanley received 
telegraphic despatchsa from Mr. Thornton, Iniorm- 
Ing him of “ the very Im portant modifications which 
Mr. Seward wtobes to be mode in th at ogieemeut,” 
because the convention was not in aceordauoe with 
Mr. Keverdy Juiinson’s instructions, and that he was 
sure tue Senate would refuse to sanction It. Lord 
Stanley wrote to Mr. Thornton ou the 8tb December, 
expressing bis surprise at the intelligence, as during 
the progress of the nogotiattuas Mr. Keverdy John-

At length, on the 14th of January, 1S9}. another 
Claims Convention was signed by Lord ClarenJon, 
the Ministry having changed in the Interval—specl- 
lyw g the orr.vugemeut respecting arbitraUou.

tan t by Lord Clarendon, was left out at the request 
ol the United States government. 
No im parual reader, In glancing over tho fore­ 
going bripf summary of the negotlauona, can fail to 
observe tbat tbe British governm ent has been ver/ 
pauoutTiudcr som ewhat trying clrcuiuaiances. Nor 
can we torget the wonderful scene which took place 
at Liverpool, when the English nag was lowered to 
salute ilr. Keverdy Johnson, “as the highest com­ 
plim ent tliat can be paid to an American citizen.”

II 1 refer to these clrcnrostanees It Is with a view 
Of Showing that rather than Involve this country m 
a disastrous w ar the British government yielded 
many points and bore mauy things which, were it 
not for the andertyiug dreail ol war and ito conse­ 
quences to commerce, she would not huvc accepted. 
At the present time England has to guard her imtlau 
traffic in its course of W.ooo miles loiiud the Cape, 
lu the event of a war wltn America our India trade 
would be, us It were, at the mercy ol the Americans, 
for It would be impossible for Eukland cilectualiy to 
guard BO wide an area.

Hence the feeling of 
dislike may be traced to an clement underlying 
American society, and yet sufllclontly p*j«orim lo 
m ar the peaceful Intentions of tlie beuate and its 
represeniatives abroad. 
Urged ou by this turbulent 
community, the Alabama question may at any time 
be again forced upon me Boiiate, so soou a.s a lavor- 
able opportuni y for Its Introduction to our notice 
should present Itself. 
But It may be worthy of rem ark that tbe chances 
for such an opportunity are considerably le.sseuod 
by one circum stance—the opening of the Buez Canal 
on the 17th of Novemoer next. From taut tuna 
forth our Indian traders wib cease to bo exposed to 
ao unprotected seaboard of lo.ubo miles round the 
cape, but, rounding mo Btraits of uioraliar, they 
would enter the M ediierranean and consequently ba 
safe n-om molestation. The policy which opjiosea 
the abandonm ent of tho Kock of Gibraltar wnl be 
more than ever appreciated In this instuuce; and, 
wun Malta, Aden and Perlra to protect her, Eng­ 
land may be said to be at home all the way to her 
Indian possessions. 
It follows th at after tue open­ 
ing ot tue buez Canal England will have nothing 
to fear from America’s geogvnphlenl posiUun in 
respect to her Eastern trade. Nay, the relative 
po-lUons become completely revereed and tho 
tables turned; for, whereas America will bu able to 
do England’s commerce comparatively little harm 
in case of war, England will have ilic power to lu- 
m et Injury ou America without risking any Inter- 
lerence with her Indian trade. 
How far this circum stance may modify the pre­ 
tensions advanced bv a portion of the American 
people with respect to tho Alabama claims it Is im- 
Düsslble to predict. It may possibly streugtiieii tha 
bauds of the American iSeante in dealing wiiti me 
war-cry party, and as such be vieweil by ihat body 
wiili favor, lu their eudeavora to arrive ut a reason­ 
able adjustm ent ot the question. Meaiiwhiio Eng­ 
land may experience cause lur cungraiuiaiion in me 
fact that the uegoiiulion.s iiavo m.me little or no 
progress, and that sae stands unpioiiged to any lo- 
coguition as to ilie nghw oi the Alabama ci urns.

So it Is, we fear, 
w ith the Braliiuists. This attem p t to concéntralo 
tu e torces th at have hitherto ooeu assailing H indu- 
ism ou all sides may widen t ie breach, but It has 
less chauco of d esirojiiig the works.

The late elections in Pennsylvania and Ohio 


ought to be sufficient to convince the demo- 
cratic party that the reign of slavery and the 
constitution of Buchanan are among the things 
of the past—that the financial policy of Gen- 
eral Grant's inaugural touching the-national 
debt -will stand, and that the Bfteenth amend- 
ment, interdicting the United States and every 
State from any restrictions on suffrage oa 
account of race or color, will become in the 
interval to the elections of nest autumn part 
of the supreme law- of the land. These things, 
at all events, in the elections of last year and 
this year, are established or inevitable, and 
they call upon the democracy for a new depar- 
ture. 


The decisive battle of the democrats on their 


old Bourbon principles of State sovereignty 
and negro distinctions was fought in 1868 on 
the declaration in the Tammany national plat- 
form, that all "the reconstruction acts of Con- 
gress are unconstitutional, revolutionary, null 
and void," which involved the proposition to 
carry us back to "the constitution as it was" 
before the war, Southera State rights and all. 
Upon this issue in Grant's election the recon- 
struction acts of Congress were endorsed by 
the people, including negro suffrage in the States 
directly concerned. 
What would have been 


the result liad Chase been nominated instead 
of Seymour, and on n platform recognizing 
the reconstruction acts of Congress, or what 
might have been done had not Seymour been 
pinned down by the Tammany resolution of 
Wade Hampton and the revolutionary letter of 
General Blair, it vronld bo a -waste of time 
now to consider. We have to deal with things 
as they are. After the election of General 
Grant, with its endorsement of the republican 
party, another advance was made by the out- 
going Congress on negro suffrage in the 
fifteenth amendment, proposing to make thia 
suffrage uniform throughout the United States 
under the authority of Congress, and in the 
General's inaugural lie cordially supported the 
proposition. 


What has followed ? Beginning with Vir- 


ginia, the old Southera State rights demo- 
crats and conservative republicans have 
formed s. new Southern party under the wing 
of the administration. The ne-w anti-radical 
Legislature of Virginia thus elected has rati- 
fied the fifteenth amendment, and in Missis- 
sippi and Texas, with the success of either 
party, the same course will be pursued. They 
have given up tho fight with Congress in the 
South, the supporters of Seymour in that sec- 
tion being satisfied that his defeat settled the 
question, and that it woald be worse than use- 
less any longer to follow the Bourbons of the 
North. Here, then, we stand. The fifteenth 
amendment is on the verge of a full ratifica- 
tion ,- the Southern democracy have entered 
into a new political league on things as they 
are, while the Northern democracy hare been 
again defeated on their old issues, and in elec- 
tions, too, in which indiflerenee so far pre- 
vailed on the republican side that it was 
expected these elections would go by default. 
Nothing is changed Norfh from the results of 
last year except the situation of the Northern 
wing of tho late democratic forces, which now 
stands alone, with much lost and nothing 
gained.

Onr Special News from Cuba. 


Tho news which wo published in yesterday's 


HERALD from our correspondents in Cuba pre- 
sents anything but a flattering condition of 
affairs. From one correspondent we learn that 
the first instalment of troops from the Penin- 
sula had arrived, but the discipline of the 
men does not lead to the belief that successful 
results may be anticipated from their opera- 
tions ; from a second we are informed that the 
Cuban people anticipate a war of extermina- 
tion, and consequently lire in continual dread 
of the Spaniards; and from a third we perceive 
that cruelties are still practised, and that the 
inhabitants of the large cities and towns are 
fleeing to the mountains for safety. 
It is 


evident, therefore, from these reports that the 
condition of the island is not improving, and 
loyalty to Spanish rule is becoming daily 
more and more remote. We hear nothing 
more of Jordan's alleged treachery. 
He still 


occupies the same high position in the revolu- 
tionary forces that he has filled for so long a 
time with so much ability. The little game of 
attempting to throw dishonor on his loyalty by 
Spanish sympathizers has played itself out. 
That tho revolutionists are able to hold the 
advantages they have already acquired with- 
out aid from outside is something which those 
who look forward to Cuban independence hare 
a right to feel proud of. Troubles at home may 
compel the Spaniards to abandon the idea of 
sending more troops to this side of the Atlan- 
tic. Spain's present difficulty at home is, or 
should prove, Cuba's opportunity, and that 
Cespedes and his friends will take advantage 
of it there is no reason to fear.

Spaia—Tfce Republican Movement. 


Our news from Spain is pregnant with Inte- 


rest. The republicans in the south, in the east, 
and, indeed, all over the country hare made 
another effort. It is difficult to beliere that 
this last movement was not well concerted, 
that it was not meant to be simultaneous and 
to succeed. In Malaga, the most important 
city in the south of Spain, and in Valencia, 
one of the two great cities on the east coast, 
the republican outburst has been rigorous and 
well sustained. 
If anything were wanted to 


convince us that the movement was inteaded 
to be serious, and that the government so 
regarded it, we should find the needsd evidence 
in the fact that Madrid is virtually in a state 
of siege. Twelre thousand men and forty 
pieces of artillery before the city mean some- 
thing. True we have been told that the insur- 
gents had offered to come to terms and that 
the government would hear of nothing but 
absolute surrender. 
This only proves that at 


Madrid the government has power enough to 
suppress the rebellion. It does not convince 
us that Spain is satisfied with the administra- 
tion of Prim, Serrano and the rest. Valencia, 
according to latest accounts, was still in the 
hands of the insurgents, although they were 
not unwilling to surrender on 
reasonable 


terms. The more prominent republicans have 
all found it necessary to flee from the country. 
Casteilar is said to be iu Portugal and 
Pierrad is in France. 
The gravity of 


the 
situation 
ia 
illustrated 
by

fact that 
the republican members hare 


deliberately absented themselves from the 
meetings of the Cortes. They may be in the 
capital, and it is not impossible that they may 
be arrested; but the fact will still remain—the 
party caliiug itself republican is not in sympa- 
thy with the government. 
That parly is 


strong, and, when we add to it the defeated 
but still hopeful Carlists and the not despairing 
Isabellinos, we can form gome idea of the 
actual condition of Spain. The government, 
it is true, still has the army on which to lean ; 
but with the Carlists, the Isabellinos and the 
republicans all influencing it at various points, 
and with more or less force, the army cannot 
much longer be safely lelied upon for support. 
The one thing which is wanted to make the 
Spanish rerolulion hopeful is a rorolution in 
the army. If the army could only break loose 
and ally itself with the people we should ceasa 
to hare any difficulty in believing in the future 
of one of the grandest countries of Europe. 
Surely there is a future for Spain. She cannot 
lie in the dust forever. But when will the 
daylight be seen, if the army is to remain a 
blind, unthinking machine, which does its 
work with equal effect whether Isabella reigns 
or Prim rales? If the Spanish army would 
only think all would be well. Meanwhile, we 
are prepared for any news—ready for any 
surp rise.

Tho Gold Exchange Trouble. 


The real money changers have had their 


eyes opened to tho necessity of cutting loose 
from the gamblers; hence the difficulty of set- 
liug in motion again tho wheels of the gold 
dealing machinery. On the one side we see 
the substantial men—the men who deal in coin 
as a merchandise—who really buy and sell the 
article. They want a safe and practicable plan 
of accommodating the differences between 
themselres and other houses without their 
being put to the labor of handling the material 
a dozen times orer. But it is in this effort of 
the real trader to aroid handling the metal that 
the gambler has his origin. Any transaction 
that is done on paper he is equal to. So long 
as the dealers only exchange a piece of paper, 
marked with the indebtedness of one or 
another, he is their peer. 
But the moment 


that a transaction in gold must be accompanied 
with the material fact of a delivery of the 
article he is done for. Now the theory of the 
Clearing House is that it is to calculate the dif- 
ferences of a series of sales so that the smallest 
possible amount of coin may hare to be handled. 
Its abuse is that it facilitates the transactions 
on paper; and because it is so subject to this 
abuse, because it does not seem possible to 
hare it separated .from this abuse, the real 
traders desire to be rid of it. But on the 
other side are the speculatire gentlemen. 
They hare no gold—though their checks, 
if not followed up too far and too fast, 
may be "good" for any amount they choose 
to buy. They come down town at 
ten

make it worth 135. They buy at 130, ana 
if the gold rises to 135 they get the difference 
between thirty aad thirty-fire on each dollar of 
the amount; and if it falls to twenty-nine they 
pay the difference.

they norer held the amount named iu the sale, 
whether it were for ten thousand or ten mil- 
lion dollars. 
For these gentlemen a gold 


clearing house is vital air. 
They cannot have 


a vigorous existence without it, and they will 
not have it voted out of being, and as it comas 
to roling, these speculatire gentlemen, who are 
much more numerous than ths others, will hare 
their way, or in the words of Thursday's dis- 
cussion "ihe parlies without property will 
force rules and regulations upon the parties 
who hare property." What will be the ultimate 
effect? 
The dealers will eventually bare a 


system of their own and will leave the finan- 
ciers of fictitious transactions to themselves, 
and the people at large will know how to dis- 
tinguish between the two.

'.Hie Projected Salt Water System. 


Within the program me presented by the per- 


sons who propose the use of salt water instead of 
Croton for extinguishing fires and cleaning the 
streets there is possible a great city improve- 
ment and some great benefits to the people at 
large. Certainly we cannot loo carefully guard 
against such a calamity as the actual want of 
water in this great city. Are we safe agains 
such a possibility? 
Suppose at once an 


exceptional season of drought and umisna 
demands upon the water, and we should no 
only be put to the necessity of forbidding th 
use of water for ordinary purposes, but we 
might be compelled to limit its use for even 
domestic purposes. 
We must bear ia mind 


that the supply of our water does not increase 
year by year, and that the demand for it does 
steadily and very greatly increase. With a 
population such as we shall hare on this island 
in ten years we shall be compelled to get our 
water from other sources than the Croton and 
its tributaries, unless in the meantime we 
shall hare done what we may to enable us to 
keep the Croton especially for use in the 
house.

The Empiess Eugenie la Stambou!. 


Henceforth among the great political events 


of the age history will chronicle, doubtless as 
one of the most remarkable, the visit of the 
Empress of the French to Constantinople, 
the capital of the East, the seat of an infidel 
government. It is an event which has an 
importance that cannot fail to become evident 
Not only does this striking occurrence refer to 
tho political changes that hare succeeded in 
the Old World, but still more to the progress of 
religious sentiment. It is, to a certain extent, 
the destruction of the barrier that since the 
commencement of the world's history so dis- 
tinctly divided the followers of different creeds. 
The Sultan has done much towards this step 
himself by breaking through the rules pre- 
scribed by iiio ancient doctrine of his cieed 
and visiting the capital of France during the 
late International Exhibition. It proves that 
henceforward diplomatic intercourse is and 
must be untrammelled by religious differences— 
in fact, the supremacy of Slate interests above 
the rariance of creed. 
Tho Empress has 


undertaken a great step, which lias nerer been 
equalled in history since the visit of the Queen 
of Sheba to King Solomon. Fully aware of 
the importance of the mighty undertaking that 
will, in all probability, cause a complete revo- 
lution in the political, commercial and social 
relations between the Eisl and the West 
she wUhes that tue opening of the Suez 
Canal shall bo gieeled by herself in person, as 
the representative of one of the great Powers 
of Christian Europe. 
So important does this 


event appear to her far-seeing mind thai, not- 
withstanding the direct support lent to the 
great scheme by her husband, the Emperor, 
she deems it a duty that he should also be duly 
represented at its consummation. Prevented 
by his delicate state of health fiom taking a 
personal part in the ceremonies, he could no 
have chosen a more suitable representative o 
the French nation than his own wife. Th 


j Snltan, as we are informed by cable despatch 


has received her Majesty with the most im- 
posing and magnificent ceremony. The event 
to him is of the highest rndmcnC It is an eri- 
dence of the good will of a mighty Power, 
made directly apparent to himself and all 
Europe. It is an indirect warning to the Czar 
of all the Russias that Russian influence must 
no more attempt its despotic rule on Ottoman 
soil. And still more, it is a proof that erery 
effort will be made to bring about an amica- 
ble settlement of the difficulties existing be- 
tween the Sublime Porte and the Viceroy of 
Egypt. 
In all these weighty matters the 


hand of the great European diplomatist is visi- 
ble; it prores his great forethought and ready 
action. It prores still more especially his de- 
sire to preserve the peace of Europe, which 
depends scarcely less upon a harmonious un- 
derstanding among all parties in the East than 
upon the observance of law and order in the 
heart of France,

Quebec, and it is to be presumed by others of 
the French Canadian prelates, in going to and 
returning from Eome to attend the Ecumenical 
Council and after its close shall be defrayed 
from tho imperial exchequer in Paris. By this 
act Napoleon does graceful homage both to 
the indestructibility of the French race and 
the indivisibility of French sentiment, besides 
performing a useful and well-timed act of 
Catholic Voluntaryism. 
The Fiench Cana- 


dians are, after all, Frenchmen still, and the 
memory aad traditions of La Belle France 
cheer and console their frugal hearths and 
rudely constructed homesteads amid the bleak 
rigors and many difficulties and privations inci- 
dent to a North American winter jnst as effec« 
tually as if the three thousand miles of ocean 
which intervene between them and the land 
of their fathers were obliterated. Thrifty and 
industrious in their humble erery-day pursuits^ 
the French Canadians are poor in the goods 
of the world, so that there is little doubt 
that the contribution of his Majesty—coming 
as it does from the imperial private exchequer 
or "privy purse" and not from the tax budget 
of the empii e—will ba a vastly agreeable as well 
as very timely relief to their spiritual guides. 


The French Canadians hare nerer been 


fused with the British people or Anglo-Saxon 
interest in North America. 
They read baok 


to the period of the settlement of Jacques 
Carlier and the war triumphs of Monlcalm, but 
still endeavor to ignore, in memory at least 
the action and victory of General Wolfe, 
which brought them only British taxation, a 
complex, ill-defined system of jurisprudence 
and law. a SUte Church for a time, religious 
dissensions, Irish Oiangeisni 
and

Arthur. Tiiey remain, notwithstanding, use- 
ful subjects of the British Crown when left 
undisturbed in their home pursuits. That their 
bishops should attend the Council ia Rome is 
quite nitural and proper, for the reason that it 
is Catholic. With Canada divided and distracted 
by religious feud, as it just now is, the ques- 
tion of their transportation to the Holy City 
may hare come up aa an embarrassing one to 
the Governor General, Sir John Young.

Continued Congressional Investigation—De- 


cline of Shipbuilding and Shipping Inter- 
ests. 
Tlie Congressional committee'met again yesterday 


at the Custom douse, at ten o'clock, Mr. Lynch, or 
Maine, In the chair. 


Mr. A. C. STIMEKS, Naval Engineer, addresses the 


committee. He spoke of the law lu England, where 
the materials of tne vessel's construction were free 
Irom duty, ana all the stores afterwards; lie advo- 
cated the passage or such a law to the United States, 
and we can then successfully compete with Eng- 
land and any other country, and we could build 
vessels as cheap as any other. He denied that we 
could not bulia iron steamships equal to those bntlt in 
England, and said Mr. Rowland, of this city, had 
bnilt iron steamshins as good as any that had been 
constructed In England, and their models were far 
superior. He Had superintended their construction in 
several places in the United States, and he had never 
seen in Europe their hulls surpassed. The duty Here 
on materials for wooaen snips was from six to eight 
dollars, and from eight to ten dollars per ton, accord- 
Ing to the size. The builders of wooden ships adapt 
themselves readily to the building of iron ones. The 
difference is very simple. All we want is to be put 
on a par with England; antl we prefer to use Ameri- 
rlcaa materials, 'lor they are of better quality. The 
materials of construction ana the stores should be 
free from duty, and we can successfully compete with 
England; such is the liberal policy of all foreign na- 
tions, he believed. If this policy were adopted he 
believed onr ships would mase better profits, they 
wonlcJ earn more money than foreign ships. They 
are more profitable vessels to run. We have always 
led all nations in the qualities of our vessels; they 
could be ran by foreign seamen as well as by Ameri- 
can citizens; we mate no exceptions in manning our 
vessels in respect to nationality. He thought that if 
the policv ot England were adopted here there 
would be very few vessels purchased abroad. He 
thought that Ir restrictions were removed we could 
prodoce vessels here quicker than we could get 
them from abroad, either of iron or wood; the facili- 
ties for supplying material here would increase 
according to the demand. We produce in this coun- 
try everything necessary except perhaps mamla, bnt 
wire rigging is very generally used now, and we 
produce that in this country. Mr. Stimers "aid that 
at Chester, Pa., Wilmington, Del., Sew York and 
Boston the means were at hand to so to worfe and 
build iron ships if any demand was made for them. 
He was satisfied that better vessels could-be built 
here than in European ports. 


T. F. ROWLAND, proprietor or the Continental Iron 
Works, Greenpolnt, said that he had a contract for 
tares monitors and bail* them Irom the keel up with- 
out the aid of a single esport; the experts navia" 
struck lor higher wages hs discharged ihein all and 
cook plumbers, carpenters and all sons of mechanics 
m their place. He built the Puritan, and the oesi 
mechanics in the country will testify that no better 
piece of iron workmanship was ever turned out ol 
any shipyard. He thought the best way to remedy 
the depression in the business of iron shipbaJIdme 
would be to take the duty off iron and make the 
Pennsylvania ironmasters comedoira in than- price. 
The decline in American shipbuuflin" lie attributed 
in a great measure to the aversion of American capi- 
talists to invest in what yields bnt a small ner cent 
of profit. The Held of sneculaUon is ofaerwise 
so extended and the inducements so much greater 
that capital has no inclination to wait on tne small 
and slow ret urns of shipbuilding. He could build 
an iron ship irhich should be ten per cent less than 
tlie English cost, if the duty were taken off iron 
The cost of machinery here is the same per iiorse 
power as in Encland. The American bar iron, he 
said, will hang up *),000, probably 60,003 pounds to 
the square inch, while the English will noc hold up 
more than 33,000. It would be an advantage to this 
country, he toonght, if she would adopt a system of 
registration similar to that at Lloyds, in London 
l)r. L. A. SMITH:, naval architect, said that the 
cost of an iron vessel, of 1,003 tons, ready for sea, 
without stores, woulu be about SHG,sOo in Knziand 
while here she would cost about §121,000, so that it 
makes about ?-l,ooa in favor of England. 
Mr. \Yii,LLixs, of the lirm o£ Williams & Guion 
said that it was manifest to him. lilteen years a»x> 
that we were about to loie our shipbuilding traife 
as iron ships had come to be regarded as the saiesc 
and cheapest in the end; and England haviu1"- 
much greater facilities and means was bound to dis- 
tance this country entirely. The war on!y Hastened 
the result. lie was in favor of free craae in slaps, 
ana he believed 11 this had been the practice belore 
the war we would have saved ths most of our CDUI- 
merce. 
Mr. W. NELSON, Jr., of the Shipowners' Association, 
said the question concerned the whole conntrs— 
East. West, north and South—ana that the entire 
energies of the people would be gladly devoted to 
the raising UD ol' our prostrate commerce if govern- 
ment would give the encouragement. 
Vv'e were 
dragged down by an obsolete and fossilized law—a 
law that forbids us from purchasing our tonnage iu 
any foreign market we choose. The tonnage of Ureat 
Britain at this time, of all kinds, is almost ennal to 
that of all the world beside. It has increased 
over 100 per cent in ten years, while ours has de- 
creased full fifty per ceu;. There were three things 
necessary to revive onr shipping interests—vessels, 
marine insurance and negotiable paper based upon 
the body of the vessel and the policy which covers 
it. One gentleman says that the people of Great 
Britain are content tvitu small profits; bat he thought 
otherwise, from the energy they showed in develop- 
ing marine enterprise. 
We can only build up our 
tonnage on the basis of free trade. 
We must also 
discard wooden vessels, for their clay is past, and 
Invesc In none bue Iron ships, with steam for the 
motive power.

To THE EDITOK OP THE HERALD:— 


At ths mass meeting in Cooper Institute on Tues- 


day last the subject which drew most of mr fellow 
workmen there was comparatively ignored; so yon 
will otjlige by allowing me a small space for a su'ojecc 
of general importance to the public ana of particu- 
lar importance to us.

There can be no just reason why the 
scnm of all employments should be forced into our 
ranks, to the depreciation of ihe moral and material 
value ol our trade, Americans protested against 
European nations sending their criminals to her, 
and Australia put a Hlte veto on a similar action of

Brahmo Somaj of 
India can continue on its present footing. And 
there are many otner weak points, which we might 
specify in detail were it not that the spirit in which 
we wnte might be liable to misconstruction, aud 
tnat be taken for censonousness which is meant lor 
Jriennly counsel. Tlie opposition to ail revelation 
aud the consequent dependence of the sect upon the 
judgment of the leader in matters of belief or upon 
the principles of what is called intuition in defiance 
of ail experience and philosophy, forbid the Urahmo 
Somaj to make progress without assuming a new 
form totally different from what it is at present. 
Among tlie educated members of the Somaj this 
must at no remote period prove intolerable and lead 
to secessions and the multiplication of theistic sects. 
Even as the intellect of Keshub Chunder Sen could 
not brook submission to Debeudro Nath Tagore, so 
in all probability men will arise in the Soinaj who 
will in turn question Keshub's right to lead the party 
of reform. And what is tiiere to lall back upon, with 
whica these schismatics may be Eileucec.2 Baboo 
Keshub ChuaOer Ssn has founden a small sect bv 
the force of ins individual character. But while ii 
the upper ranks ol tne Somaj serious results are to 
dreaded from a conflict of intellects m which there 
is no ultimate source of arbitration, what effect has 
the denial or a revelation upon the more i<Tnorant 
members? They see in their leader a referee upon 
tuff higiiest questions of spiritual Import, a man of a 
saintly disposition beyond that of 1113 brethren, and 
they immediately grasp at the idea, whicn is co-os- 
teasivo with liumisu nature, of a mediator between 
tiie Ueiivand man. We have already had melan- 
ciioly proof that tins is not mere speculation, it lias 
bccu proved beyond dispute that a tendency exisia 
among the more isuorant members ol the sect to 
pay that nomage to tue creature wnich the Homaj - 
declares to be due only to the Creator. It is fortu- 
nate that tMs tendency to man worship should have 
been discovered, and we hope suppressed at go eaily 
a period; but it is a serious reflection tiiat tlie Somaj 
luuy one day be presided over by those from whom 
it would not meet the same discouragement, 
Judging i'roin tlic iiast history or religious systems, 
the great mission of me Bomaj, the destruction of 
Hinduism, will not be sped by the present step.

India can continue on its present footing. And 
there are many otner weak points, which we might 
specify in detail were it not that the spirit in which 
we wnte might be liable to misconstruction, aud 
tnat be taken for censonousness which is meant lor 
Jriennly counsel. Tlie opposition to ail revelation 
aud the consequent dependence of the sect upon the 
judgment of the leader in matters of belief or upon 
the principles of what is called intuition in defiance 
of ail experience and philosophy, forbid the Urahmo 
Somaj to make progress without assuming a new 
form totally different from what it is at present. 
Among tlie educated members of the Somaj this 
must at no remote period prove intolerable and lead 
to secessions and the multiplication of theistic sects. 
Even as the intellect of Keshub Chunder Sen could 
not brook submission to Debeudro Nath Tagore, so 
in all probability men will arise in the Soinaj who 
will in turn question Keshub's right to lead the party 
of reform. And what is tiiere to lall back upon, with 
whica these schismatics may be Eileucec.2 Baboo 
Keshub ChuaOer Ssn has founden a small sect bv 
the force of ins individual character. But while ii 
the upper ranks ol tne Somaj serious results are to 
dreaded from a conflict of intellects m which there 
is no ultimate source of arbitration, what effect has 
the denial or a revelation upon the more i<Tnorant 
members? They see in their leader a referee upon 
tuff higiiest questions of spiritual Import, a man of a 
saintly disposition beyond that of 1113 brethren, and 
they immediately grasp at the idea, whicn is co-os- 
teasivo with liumisu nature, of a mediator between 
tiie Ueiivand man. We have already had melan- 
ciioly proof that tins is not mere speculation, it lias 
bccu proved beyond dispute that a tendency exisia 
among the more isuorant members ol the sect to 
pay that nomage to tue creature wnich the Homaj - 
declares to be due only to the Creator. It is fortu- 
nate that tMs tendency to man worship should have 
been discovered, and we hope suppressed at go eaily 
a period; but it is a serious reflection tiiat tlie Somaj 
luuy one day be presided over by those from whom 
it would not meet the same discouragement, 
Judging i'roin tlic iiast history or religious systems, 
the great mission of me Bomaj, the destruction of 
Hinduism, will not be sped by the present step. It 
lias always bseu observed that attempts at union 
nmoug f rce-tiilnkets Have signally failed, and that 
tney have left tue creates mark upon society when 
cacji fouaht for bis own haml. As the views of each 
ol tiie eiealcsc free-thinkers who have influenced the 
world— ana we do not mean to say tlut iree-UUnk- 
crs have; not at limes been of service to both morals 
aud religion— have derived their force from his own 
individuality, they must of necessity gain rather than 
lose by lusion wnh other opinions, yo It is, we fear, 
with the Brahinists. Tins attempt to concentrate 
the forces that have hitherto oeen assailing Ulndn- 
ism on all sides may widen uc breach, but it has 
les*5 chance of destroying the works. We could 
rejoice that the gulf between Brahmiam and Ilindu- 
iiiu was now more widened than ever, were It cot 
that the traasiuon from tue one to the other is rcn-r 
ciei-cd more dilllcult. We admire the flimnesa with 
which Keshub Chunder Sen refuses to recognize 
caste distinctions, but what has lie or His system 
got to offjr in return lor the reilnqinshment of those 
^reut social advautages whtcu an institution 
like

aifortia? 
That 
there is 
nothing 
ir.congruot's 
between 
caste 
distinctions 
and 
Uralinnsin the exemplary lives 
of prominent

Christianity [ireEcnta advantages and assurances 
commensurate with the eaernlce involved in the 
abuegutiou of caste, we do not wiak to be under- 
stood us iclaxinsr in tliQ slightest degree our abhor- 
rence of that iniquitous system, or deprecating the 
efforts of the Brahmo bomaj to teach thai all men 
arc equal in the sight of (;cd. On the relation or the 
Braniuis!; ta so called Christian theism we have but 
little to say. 'ihe determined oosition whicu tne 
fcioiuaj has taken up at the outset ol ma career aa a 
cougrcaatioii, will sadden ilia Hearts of those who 
have beau ths most er.ihusiastsc supporters of us 
wort. The Bomaj has been unfortunate inasmuch 
as its defenders m Englanu have been neither 
its stronger nor. the more intelligent admirers, aud 
tncy in tueir enlhusiam iiave promised more for the 
Somaj than it seeus likely to perform.

Platte divides Itself Into forks to the north and the 
south, the Republican river region is distant be- 
tween seventy and eighty miles to the south; but 
one hundred miles farther east on tse railroad line 
tne Platte and the Republican are only forty miles 
apart. This whole extent of country, which forms 
tne southwestern section or Nebraska, presents In 
Its topographical appearance an apparently illimit- 
able area of hieru, rolling table land, Intersected hero 
end there, and especially near the _nver, by gorges 
and ravines, many of which form the pathways of 
streams of pure water which have their origin in 
springs.

But notwith- 
standing ttelr readiness of reply and subtlety of 
argument the savage instinct is deeply rooted in the 
red race, and hypocritical olct sinners olten wintc at 
depredations in watch they may not personally par- 
ticipate. Cnieft whoso names are attached to treaties' 
pledging themselves and their peoples to abstain 
from any interference with tlie property or persons 
of whlt'j citizens, and from making war on other 
tribes except in self-derence, are among those who 
go beyond their reservations and plunder and scalp 
pale-faced pioneers or red-stmned enemies. With ajl 
snch lios'ile savages moral suasion and sentimental 
theories, accompanied by gifts of guns only for 
hunting purposes, are or little use to render, them 
moro civilized, The military power of the govern- 
ment would be to them a more practical and potent 
argument. 
Since certain military posts, now 
beyond our Northwestern rrontiers, have been aban- 
doned, in deference to the demands of Jndlajtt tribes 
and the opinions of impracticable peacemakers, the 
roving red ineii believe they can successfully con- 
tend against a government which w«i8 thus com- 
pelled to show Its weakness. 
Uegardtess ol their 
treaty obligations they now believe they can follow 
their savage instincts with more impunity than 
belore the white man sought to sue for peace with 
theni. Under existing orders our military forces 
treat as enemies any uncivilized red men whom they 
may find roaming beyond their reservations; but 
it 
would seem that a long continuance ot 


Indian outrages must necessitate a policy more 
comprehensive, firm and vigorous. One thing is 
certain—the savage must not stand in the way 
of the onward march of civilization. Spotted Tall, 
cliiel of the Brule band of Sioux, ami one of tae 
most intelligent men among all the Indian tribes, 
comprehends the truth of this assertion, and possibly 
prefigures the dual solution of the Indian question. 
Whether sincere or not, Spotted Tali says he wishes 
to live at peace with the white men because they ale 
numerous as the leaves upon the trees, and it is roily 
for the red men to contend agaiuat them. He saw 
how the white man, first making his appearance 
on the great water where the sau rises, has been 
steadily advancing iroui that time to this, and the 
red man as steadily driven back over the Allegha- 
nies, across the Mississippi and across even the Mis- 
souri; he saw how the white mau had made a settle- 
ment on the great water where the sun sets, and was 
now advancing fast from that direction also; he sees 
in Imagination that the white man from the East aad 
the white man froai the West must soon come to- 
gether, and wheu they do the red man will be be- 
tween them, and "Whew !" said Spotted Tall, rub- 
bing tlie palms or his hands together, "ihat will be 
the end of the red man."

Platte divides Itself Into forks to the north and the 
south, the Republican river region is distant be- 
tween seventy and eighty miles to the south; but 
one hundred miles farther east on tse railroad line 
tne Platte and the Republican are only forty miles 
apart. This whole extent of country, which forms 
tne southwestern section or Nebraska, presents In 
Its topographical appearance an apparently illimit- 
able area of hieru, rolling table land, Intersected hero 
end there, and especially near the _nver, by gorges 
and ravines, many of which form the pathways of 
streams of pure water which have their origin in 
springs.

But notwith- 
standing ttelr readiness of reply and subtlety of 
argument the savage instinct is deeply rooted in the 
red race, and hypocritical olct sinners olten wintc at 
depredations in watch they may not personally par- 
ticipate. Cnieft whoso names are attached to treaties' 
pledging themselves and their peoples to abstain 
from any interference with tlie property or persons 
of whlt'j citizens, and from making war on other 
tribes except in self-derence, are among those who 
go beyond their reservations and plunder and scalp 
pale-faced pioneers or red-stmned enemies. With ajl 
snch lios'ile savages moral suasion and sentimental 
theories, accompanied by gifts of guns only for 
hunting purposes, are or little use to render, them 
moro civilized, The military power of the govern- 
ment would be to them a more practical and potent 
argument. 
Since certain military posts, now 
beyond our Northwestern rrontiers, have been aban- 
doned, in deference to the demands of Jndlajtt tribes 
and the opinions of impracticable peacemakers, the 
roving red ineii believe they can successfully con- 
tend against a government which w«i8 thus com- 
pelled to show Its weakness. 
Uegardtess ol their 
treaty obligations they now believe they can follow 
their savage instincts with more impunity than 
belore the white man sought to sue for peace with 
theni. Under existing orders our military forces 
treat as enemies any uncivilized red men whom they 
may find roaming beyond their reservations; but 
it 
would seem that a long continuance ot 


Indian outrages must necessitate a policy more 
comprehensive, firm and vigorous. One thing is 
certain—the savage must not stand in the way 
of the onward march of civilization. Spotted Tall, 
cliiel of the Brule band of Sioux, ami one of tae 
most intelligent men among all the Indian tribes, 
comprehends the truth of this assertion, and possibly 
prefigures the dual solution of the Indian question. 
Whether sincere or not, Spotted Tali says he wishes 
to live at peace with the white men because they ale 
numerous as the leaves upon the trees, and it is roily 
for the red men to contend agaiuat them. He saw 
how the white man, first making his appearance 
on the great water where the sau rises, has been 
steadily advancing iroui that time to this, and the 
red man as steadily driven back over the Allegha- 
nies, across the Mississippi and across even the Mis- 
souri; he saw how the white mau had made a settle- 
ment on the great water where the sun sets, and was 
now advancing fast from that direction also; he sees 
in Imagination that the white man from the East aad 
the white man froai the West must soon come to- 
gether, and wheu they do the red man will be be- 
tween them, and "Whew !" said Spotted Tall, rub- 
bing tlie palms or his hands together, "ihat will be 
the end of the red man."

Ex parte v.atKius (3 retera, 193) was tho case or a 
prisoner in jail in the District of Columbia, under a 
judgment oi tho Circuit Court in a criminal prosecu- 
tion. The application for the writ was leiused on 
tue ground that tna judgment was of a court of gen- 
eral and liual criminal jurisdiction, and ju=uued tho 
imprisonment. 


Ex pane Watkms (7 Peters, 503) was the case of a 


party in custody uucier wrus of capias ad satisfa- 
cieaduui, usueil oat of the Circuit Court, of the Dis- 
tiict ol Columbia, anu the orrouud ol the application 
was tnat the Marshal had not brought him lu'o 
court on the return day of the writs, but detained 
lutn In prison contrary to UM bcatuce of Maryiaud. 


On the question or jurisdiction the Court said:—

original or appellate jurisdiction. If it be the lorruer then, 
us the present is not one ot the cases in which the constitu- 
tion allows this Court to exercise original jurisdiction the 
writ must be denied.

George Uoimes, plaintiff m error, vs. Silas H. Jen- 
nison et. al. (14 Peters, 640.1—A writ of habeas cor- 
pus was, on tue petition or George Holiads, issued 
by the Supreme Court of Vermont, and on the return 
thereto by the Sherilf, stating uie warrant of the G ov- 
ernor to be the cause or his detention, lie was 
remanded br the Court. Holmes proseeuted a writ 
of error to tho Supreme Court or tue United States. 
The writer error was dismissed, the Court bein™ 
egually divided. 


Expaite Harry (2 Howard, 65).—This was a peti- 
tion by an alien for a habeas corpus to obtain the 
custody of his infa-nt child. "The application," said 
tiie Court, "ia elfect seeks the exercise of original 
jurisdiction In the matter upon winchit is founded." 
The writ was refused. 


Ex parte Dorr (3 Howard, 103) was an application 
for tiie writ by a party imprisoned on State process; 
but the Court refused it. 


Barry va. llercien et al. (5 Howard, 103) was a case 


Drought up by writ of error to the Circuit Court of 
tliie Southern District of Kew YorK, in which the Cir- 
cuit Court refused to grant a writ ol habeas corpas 
prayed for by a father to take his infant child out of 
the custody of its mother. It was held that the 
Supreme Ceurt had no apr-e'late power In the case, 
and tee Writ Wa5 alsmiase'l for want 01 jurisdiction 
Motzer's case (5 Howard,' 176,) was that of an appli- 
cation for the writ of a prisoner committed to the 
custody of the Marshal by the District Judge, at his 
chambers, under the French treaty of extradition. 
This Conrt refused the writ on the ground tnat there 
is no form in which an appfliate power can be exer- 
cised oy it over the proceedings of a district judge 
at his chambers. "He exercises a special authority, 
and the law has made no provision for the revision 
of h-.s judgment. It cannot be brought before the 
District or Circuit Conrt; consequentlytannot, in the 
nature of an appeal, be brought berore this court. 
The exercise or au original jurisdiction only could 
reach such a proceeding, and this has not been given 
by Congress ir they have not the power to confer it" 
In re Kame (14 Howard, 103), a prisoner commit- 
ted by a United States Commissioner, under the 
British extradition treaty, applied to the Circuit 
Court of the Unwed States for tne Southern District 
of New York for a writ of habeas corpus, which was 
granted; and upon a hearing before the district 
judge presiding ia that court the prisoner was re- 
manded to the.custody of the marshal. He then 
presented a petition to the circuit judge, addressed

Ex parte \viiliam Wells (18 How., S07).—Wells was

The President 
granted "a pardon of the offence of which he was 
convicted, upon condition that he be Imprisoned 
during his natural life-that B, the sentence of 
death is hereby commuted to imprisonment for life 
in the Penitentiary of Washington"—and Wells 
accepted the pardon with the condition.

applied to the Circuit Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was granted, and that Court, after a 
hearing, remanded him to tho Penitentiary. Weils 
then petitioned the Supreme Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was denied. 


Ex parte Mililgau (l Wall., 2) came before the 
Supreme Court upon a certltlcate of a division of 
opinion between the judges of the Circuit Court, 
and arose under the act of March 3,1603 (12, Stat.

Ex parte McCardie (0 Wall., 318) was a motion to

Expaite Harry (2 Howard, 65).—This was a peti- 
tion by an alien for a habeas corpus to obtain the 
custody of his infa-nt child.

The writ was refused. 


Ex parte Dorr (3 Howard, 103) was an application 
for tiie writ by a party imprisoned on State process; 
but the Court refused it. 


Barry va. llercien et al. (5 Howard, 103) was a case 


Drought up by writ of error to the Circuit Court of 
tliie Southern District of Kew YorK, in which the Cir- 
cuit Court refused to grant a writ ol habeas corpas 
prayed for by a father to take his infant child out of 
the custody of its mother. It was held that the 
Supreme Ceurt had no apr-e'late power In the case, 
and tee Writ Wa5 alsmiase'l for want 01 jurisdiction 
Motzer's case (5 Howard,' 176,) was that of an appli- 
cation for the writ of a prisoner committed to the 
custody of the Marshal by the District Judge, at his 
chambers, under the French treaty of extradition. 
This Conrt refused the writ on the ground tnat there 
is no form in which an appfliate power can be exer- 
cised oy it over the proceedings of a district judge 
at his chambers. "He exercises a special authority, 
and the law has made no provision for the revision 
of h-.s judgment. It cannot be brought before the 
District or Circuit Conrt; consequentlytannot, in the 
nature of an appeal, be brought berore this court. 
The exercise or au original jurisdiction only could 
reach such a proceeding, and this has not been given 
by Congress ir they have not the power to confer it" 
In re Kame (14 Howard, 103), a prisoner commit- 
ted by a United States Commissioner, under the 
British extradition treaty, applied to the Circuit 
Court of the Unwed States for tne Southern District 
of New York for a writ of habeas corpus, which was 
granted; and upon a hearing before the district 
judge presiding ia that court the prisoner was re- 
manded to the.custody of the marshal. He then

At tne request of 
the President, Prince Lowenstein, the assembly rose 
in order to show their indignation at the conduct of 
the Baden government A communication made by 
the Archbishop of Cologne to the effect that the 
German bisliop had resolved to establish a Catholic 
university at Fuida, and raise Tunas for that pur- 
pose throughout the country, was received with 
applause.

worthy. We at Madrid receive telegrams irom 
New York almost daily saying that the government 
and the American press have censured the conduct 
of General Sickles, and that it is stated in America 
that the General Has exceeded %is instructions. This 
is childish and absurd In the extreme, ror the 
General, were he a Cuban, could not have exceeded 
the spirit or his instructions. Secretary Fish in per- 
son could not have carried out his owa ideas and 
thoughts upon the subject more literally and raith- 
fully than Minister SicKies has done, and that he Has 
used too srronc language to tne Spanish govern- 
ment may be discredited from the fact that some 
clauses of the note have been replied to by this eov- 
ernment with all courtesy, with many thanks for 
the friendly interest the United States have taKen 
in Snanish affairs.

ENGLAND. 


The Fenian Prisoners—An Aciucsly Procla- 


mation Foreshadowed—The Oxford and Har- 
vard Race—Loi-iHa's Perplexity. 


LONDON, Oct. 2,1869. 


An energetic movement is at present on foot, botn 


in England and Ireland, to secure the pardon of the 
Fenian prisoners held In custody by the British gov- 
ernment, and a general amnesty for political oflences 
bids fair to become before long an important plank 
In the platform of the Irish, if not or the whole libe- 
ral party. Up to a comparatively recent period the 
effort was confined to those who sympathized with 
the objects or Fenianism, even ir some or them did 
not approve or all its acts; but the magnitude and 
character of the latest meetings give evidence that 
the circle Is widenirur, and that It already includes 
many who cannot be suspected of favoring any 
such liberation of Ireland as that contemplated 
by the secret brotherhood. 
Some of these are 


doubtless 
influenced 
by 
a, selflsh desire 
to 


secure a certain notoriety to subserve their personal 
ends, and some by tne worthier motive of humanity; 
but the greater number have in view the steady 
prosecution or a few policy for Ireland; a radical 
chanse in the system of governing that portion or 
the United Kingdom which not only contemplates 
justice ror the ruture, but atonement Tor wrongs in 
the past. Indeed, there is geod ground for stating 
that the present British government views with no 
unfriendly eye the proper agitation or a political jail 
delivery, and receives with satisraction those peti- 
tions ror the pardon or the Fenians that are couched 
In a beoomine tone. The liberation or all political 
prisoners would be an act by which Messrs. Glad- 
stone and Bright would willingly distinguish their 
administration, and they witness with regret the 
inconsiderate violence of those would-be heroes 
whose incendiary language only throws embarrass- 
ments iu the way of the pardon of their fellow 
countrymen. It is by no means creditable to Eng- 
land, with all her boasted strength, to Seep a handful 
of Irish insurgents immured in her dungeons while 
the French Emperor, whose political insecurity she is 
so lond of picturing, throws open the prison doors 
or all political offenders. Independent of this con- 
sideration, however, the release or the Fenians is 
necessarily an important pare or the programme laid 
down by Mr. Gladstone in his treatment of the Irish 
question. 
The measure lie has already carried 
through, and those by which it is to be followed, 
naturally estrange from him the hitherto leading 
elemeu's in Irish politics, Protestantism and land- 
lordism, and he must loos elsewhere for strennth 
aud support In that portion or the kingdom. He has 
to sees his new friends among the Roman Catholics 
and the tenantry, ana as they are by millions the 
most numerous he has only to disenthrall them from 
the tyranny or the Church and the landowners and 
he becomes all powerrul in Ireland- The Church Is 
already dethroned, and the reign or landlordism is 
drawing to a close, but the wound of Fenian imorlson- 
ment cannot be left to rankle aad fester in the'breast 
or the liberated nation. To make Mr. Gladstone's tri- 
umph secure it should be healed by the act or grace 
demanded at his hands by a large aad influential 
body or the people. And it will be. 
The English journals as a general rule are opposed 
to the contemplated amnesty, and harp upon the 
stupid conduct or the Fenians who have already 
enjoyed the clemency or the government as a warn- 
ing against further liberations. To be sure the 
fustian of those would-be heroes Is the more offen- 
sive from the knowledge that to gratify their own 
stupid vanity they are heedless of the injury they 
inflict upon the poor wretches who are still under- 
going the discipline of. an English jaii; bnt it the 
whole batch should be turnea adrift lo earn their 
own living, honestly ir they could, there would be 
nothing left for them to tais about, ana their occu- 
pations, like Othello's, would be none. The argu- 
ments used by the English newspapers against the 
amnesty are scarcely calculated to drive Mr. Glad- 
stone from his purpose. 
Their principal points are 
that tlie release of the Fenians would oe taken as 
an acknowledgment either that the conspiracy 
against the existing government In Ireland m 1867 
was no crime, but a laudable undertaking, or 
that 
it was 
a 
crime 
which 
England is 
art-aid to properly pnnisii. The weakness or 
such arguments ia apparent 
upon their face 
The conviction and imprisonment or the parties 
who took part In tuat conspiracy staad as evidence 
that the British covernment regarded it aud did not 
rear to punish it as a crime. - Bat while a govern- 
ment recognizes rebellion against itself under any 
circumstances as a grave offence, it may recognize 
also the ract that such a rebellion was induced by 
abuses that require removal. Havlug enrorced its 
authority and vindicated its existing laws, it may 
WPII accompany tne prosecution of reforms with 
leniency towards lliosa wlio have offended airalnst 
its majesty. 
But, it is said, the prisoners we are 
aslced to liberate have shown no contrition for their 
acts; they have not prostrated themselves at our 
feet, they and their sympathizers, aud sued humbly 
ror pardon. 
It might be remarked here that tlie 
English newspapers, after the collapse or the 
American Southern States' rebellion, were virtuously 
indignant at tlie idea that the government or the 
United States should desire to Humiliate tne rebels 
or require or them any expression or contrition lor 
their misdeeds. Bm It is enough to say thatre- 
pcutaucc and sorrow are not the only considerations 
upon which the pardons or criminals are granted. 
If a good end is w be subserved by Hie remission or 
a sentence it can matter but little IT the released 
prisoner will persist in regarding his conviction as 
unjust, Mr. Gladstone would to-day put down a 
rising in Ireland by the most vigorous means and 
punish those who might take parf lu It; but lie will 
set loose the men who conspired in 1867, because he

PARIS, Oct. 2,1869. 


The answerer Father nyaclnthe to the affectionate 


appeal of the Bishop of" Orleans has causea much 
satisfaction among the enlightened members or the 
ecleslastical woria in Paris. 


The great preacher is at present residing with his 


brother, in the Avenue de Neullly, No. 95, and has 
received as many as a thousand letters or congratu- 
lation and sympathy a day. Ho has held a long 
conference with the Archbishop of Paris, and, it is 
said, will be defended In the Council at Rome by the 
Bishops of Chalons and Bayeux; also by the Arch- 
bishops or Avignon and Keims. Cardinal Matthew, 
the celebrated ex-Carmelite, on the other hand. is 
appointed to combat the manifesto. 


Notwithstanding the immense opposition made to 


the Empress' voyage in the East she left St. Cloud 
at hair-past five, as was appointed. She was accom- 
panied to the station by the Emperor and the Minis- 
ters, even by those who do not approve or the excur- 
sion, and in order to refute the rumors current 
respecting the coldness existing between the family 
of Prince Napoleon and herselr she drove to Mendon 
to take leave of Princess Clothilde, and brought the 
Prince back in her carriage to St. Cloud. The Jour- 
ney, notwithstanding the Empress' strict incognito 
through Italy, wnere she will remain a few days, 
will cost 750,000 francs, including divers, by which 
is meant "presents." A celebrated financier has 
chalked down the outlay day by day up to the 
moment of her Majesty's return. 
Some conversation "and malicious comment have 
arisen ou the subject of General Fieury's nomination 
as French ambassador to Russia. He Is thought un- 
fit for diplomacy, and this appointment is attributed 
to the necessity or ins going through a Cabinet stage 
before he takes any part in the ministry Here, which, 
we are told, is to be an Ollivier Fleury one. Punsters 
call it "ollivier fleurl," or "palm blossom" in our 
dialect. May it be so, after the late excitements. 
Added to the horrors of the Pantin murder, on which 
all the penny-a-liners are living, there has been an- 
other terrible incident near Paris. Durlns tbe com- 
plete destruction or the Hippodrome by fire the glow 
was so intense that the Boulevards were lighted np 
by the flames as far as the Porte St. Martin. The in- 
tensity of the fire was increased by the proximity 
of Gandillot's depot of fete decorations ror the city of 
Paris. All the theatrical splendors or restive cele- 
brations are destroyed, aud, belngmostly or very thin 
pino wood, more or less covered with paint ana tar, 
blazed up with frightful rapidity. Thousands of peo- 
ple rose rrom their beds aud !eft their homes to see 
the progress of the fire. Ic broKe out at about eleven 
o'clock. 
The great question whether or not tho Chambers 
are to be convoked for the *25tn is debated in private 
council, ir the prorogation lasts beyond that date 
public opinion will express Itself atMr its peculiar 
fashion in this capital.

The Dunlin Freeman's Journal of the 2sth of Sep- 
tember devotes an article two columns long to a 
caustlo criticism of Lord Hartlngtoh's speech— 
already commented on in tho UEBALD—on the Irish; 
laud question. It combats the argument which 16 
attributes to his lordship that the laborers might b9 
injuriously affected by flxity or tenure, demes, as 
"baseless and unwarranted," tho imputation that 
the remedies proposed by the Farmers' Club orMun- 
eter would have the effect or robomg the landlords; 
and then sets out tbe rollowlng catalogue of what tt 
admits to be the rights or the landlord:— 


First—The landlord has a right to get his rent as flgrcesl 
upon between himself and bis tenant at the times and m tha 
proportions stipulated. 


Second—The landlord has a right to obtain as rent tha 
present full annual value of bis land which he hired to tho 
tenaut, not including the value of the property of the tenant 
incorporated with the holding. 


Third—Toe landlord lias a right to be secured the prospec- 


tive value of his land as created by anv and everycbange, 
locsl or general, which is not produced by the expenditure of 
the tenaut on the special holding. 


Fourth—He has a right to all mines and minerals, ail royal* 
ties and all manorial rights. 
jfirtA^When he hires the surface of Ills land and the usu- 
fruct thereof to a tenant be has a right to the most complete 
security the law can give that bis elaim for rent shall tako 
precedence of every claim other than the public claims 
referred to, aad that no common creditor shall by any con- 
trivance be able to taso the produce of tbe laud until tha 
rent of tho land out of which it was produced shall havo 
been paid or sufficiently secured to tho [landlord who supplied 
the land out of which that produce was extracted by tba 
tenant. 


SirtA—The landlord has a right that his security for ths 
due payment of the stipulated rent shall not be diminished by 
the sub-letting or subdivision of the land, and the consequent 
placing oi the claims to sustentation of other famlliea of 
cultivators out of the special lot In priority to bis claims for 
his rent. 


&ra<;7i—Tbe landlord has a right to reclaim the occupancy 
on tiie tenant not being reasonably punctual iu the paymeut 
of his rent, or on the tenant sub-letting or subdividing tha 
holding, and tberebr depriving the owner of the security for 
his rent, on the faith of which be hired out his land. 


EigliUi—Having regard to tbe ordinarily recognized rights 


Of landed property, tbe landlord very reasonably claims a 
pre-emption right to the occupaucy of any portion of his in,- 
come-producing land, on his making full compensation to tba 
tenant lor alt beneScial improvements in'Or on tbe sol!, aui 
tor the loss of his continuoua occupancy, aftyr the manner 
observed under the Railway Clauses acts "with regard to tenj 
ants of lands und tenants of houses la which traders carry- 
on businesa. 
It cnaiienges Lord Ilartington to show that any 
one or these claims would bo injuriously affected by 
the programme of the Minister Farmers' Club, 
which it puollshes as follows:— 


That tbe tenant ofland dedicated to agricultural and incoma 
producing purposes bv tbe landlord should have a ridht of 
ri«ht of used and "continuous occupancy" so long^as ho 
pays the stipulated rent with clue punctuality: agrees to and 
pays a just increase of rent calculated on the increased valua 
of tbe land auan fromliis own capital, as tested by the local 
prices of produce; abstains from sub-diviaing or sub-letting 
the bolding without tbe assent in it-riling of the owner or his 
legal representatives: gives free scnpa to the owner for tbo 
exercise of all manorial rights and royalties; recognizes tba 
right of re-entry for non-payment of rent, and recognizes a 
pre-emption right as vested in tbo landlord, should any 
cause, even whim or caprice, induce biin to desire tbe resump- 
tion ot tbe holding, on his paving the full value of the ''con- 
tiguous occupancy right" and"all Impr&remeats made by tbo 
tenant.

Tlie British Channel Fleet at 
Cork—Ear!

London Times reports that the British Channel fleet 
arrived at Cork harbor the day previous," after 
encountering a severe storm in the Bay or Biscay.

Kussla was condemned for her 
brutal conduct towards the Poles, who are good 
CarhoHcs. In memory of the heroes of Montana a 
rand was raised for an orphan asylum, and the late 
affair of the nun at Cracow was declared too tuste- 
nlucant for the consideration ot the meeting. 
Ou the last day an onslaught was made by Dr. 
Llndau upon the Baden government ror its luke- 
warmuess towards Catholicism. At tne request of 
the President, Prince Lowenstein, the assembly rose 
in order to show their indignation at the conduct of 
the Baden government A communication made by 
the Archbishop of Cologne to the effect that the 
German bisliop had resolved to establish a Catholic 
university at Fuida, and raise Tunas for that pur- 
pose throughout the country, was received with 
applause. At the banquet which followed Baron 
von Loe proposed a toast to the Pops, saying:— "The 
German heart is not only Christian, but catholic 
and not only Catholic, bnt ultramontane. This was 
proved by the late Jubilee of Pius IX., at Rome 
where, on a small gallery, dressed in splendid uni- 
forms, two men had been seated: they were ihe spe- 
cial delegates or Prussia and Bavaria, drawn thither 
by ultramontane power. In times pone by the Ger- 
man Emperors led their hosts to Rome, while at 
present nations send their rulers to the footsteps or 
the papal throne. (Vehement chesrs.) The terms

We have to note further a great activity or the 
Church IG increasing its religious establishments m 
Prussia acd throughout Germany, namely, the erec- 
tion oi cloisters sud monasteries. Two such one 
intended lor the barefeet Carmelites, tne other for 
the Women of Jesus, are betng constructed at Posen 
on a vast scale, requiring several years ror their 
completion and estimated to cost a quarter of a mil- 
lion thalers each.

This 
is childish and absurd In the extreme, ror the 
General, were he a Cuban, could not have exceeded 
the spirit or his instructions. Secretary Fish in per- 
son could not have carried out his owa ideas and 
thoughts upon the subject more literally and raith- 
fully than Minister SicKies has done, and that he Has 
used too srronc language to tne Spanish govern- 
ment may be discredited from the fact that some 
clauses of the note have been replied to by this eov- 
ernment with all courtesy, with many thanks for 
the friendly interest the United States have taKen 
in Snanish affairs. 


My opinion is, also, that Spain lias declined in the 
same Kind tone the friendly Intervention or the 
United States, lor it is but natural to assume that ir

ENGLAND. 


The Fenian Prisoners—An Aciucsly Procla- 


mation Foreshadowed—The Oxford and Har- 
vard Race—Loi-iHa's Perplexity. 


LONDON, Oct. 2,1869. 


An energetic movement is at present on foot, botn 


in England and Ireland, to secure the pardon of the 
Fenian prisoners held In custody by the British gov- 
ernment, and a general amnesty for political oflences 
bids fair to become before long an important plank 
In the platform of the Irish, if not or the whole libe- 
ral party. Up to a comparatively recent period the 
effort was confined to those who sympathized with 
the objects or Fenianism, even ir some or them did 
not approve or all its acts; but the magnitude and 
character of the latest meetings give evidence that 
the circle Is widenirur, and that It already includes 
many who cannot be suspected of favoring any 
such liberation of Ireland as that contemplated 
by the secret brotherhood. 
Some of these are 


doubtless 
influenced 
by 
a, selflsh desire 
to 


secure a certain notoriety to subserve their personal 
ends, and some by tne worthier motive of humanity; 
but the greater number have in view the steady 
prosecution or a few policy for Ireland; a radical 
chanse in the system of governing that portion or 
the United Kingdom which not only contemplates 
justice ror the ruture, but atonement Tor wrongs in 
the past. Indeed, there is geod ground for stating 
that the present British government views with no 
unfriendly eye the proper agitation or a political jail 
delivery, and receives with satisraction those peti- 
tions ror the pardon or the Fenians that are couched 
In a beoomine tone. The liberation or all political 
prisoners would be an act by which Messrs. Glad- 
stone and Bright would willingly distinguish their 
administration, and they witness with regret the 
inconsiderate violence of those would-be heroes 
whose incendiary language only throws embarrass- 
ments iu the way of the pardon of their fellow 
countrymen. It is by no means creditable to Eng- 
land, with all her boasted strength, to Seep a handful 
of Irish insurgents immured in her dungeons while 
the French Emperor, whose political insecurity she is 
so lond of picturing, throws open the prison doors 
or all political offenders. Independent of this con- 
sideration, however, the release or the Fenians is 
necessarily an important pare or the programme laid 
down by Mr. Gladstone in his treatment of the Irish 
question. 
The measure lie has already carried 
through, and those by which it is to be followed, 
naturally estrange from him the hitherto leading 
elemeu's in Irish politics, Protestantism and land- 
lordism, and he must loos elsewhere for strennth 
aud support In that portion or the kingdom. He has 
to sees his new friends among the Roman Catholics 
and the tenantry, ana as they are by millions the 
most numerous he has only to disenthrall them from 
the tyranny or the Church and the landowners and 
he becomes all powerrul in Ireland- The Church Is 
already dethroned, and the reign or landlordism is 
drawing to a close, but the wound of Fenian imorlson- 
ment cannot be left to rankle aad fester in the'breast 
or the liberated nation. To make Mr. Gladstone's tri- 
umph secure it should be healed by the act or grace 
demanded at his hands by a large aad influential 
body or the people. And it will be. 
The English journals as a general rule are opposed 
to the contemplated amnesty, and harp upon the 
stupid conduct or the Fenians who have already 
enjoyed the clemency or the government as a warn- 
ing against further liberations. To be sure the 
fustian of those would-be heroes Is the more offen- 
sive from the knowledge that to gratify their own 
stupid vanity they are heedless of the injury they 
inflict upon the poor wretches who are still under- 
going the discipline of. an English jaii; bnt it the 
whole batch should be turnea adrift lo earn their 
own living, honestly ir they could, there would be 
nothing left for them to tais about, ana their occu- 
pations, like Othello's, would be none. The argu- 
ments used by the English newspapers against the 
amnesty are scarcely calculated to drive Mr. Glad- 
stone from his purpose. 
Their principal points are 
that tlie release of the Fenians would oe taken as 
an acknowledgment either that the conspiracy 
against the existing government In Ireland m 1867 
was no crime, but a laudable undertaking, or 
that 
it was 
a 
crime 
which 
England is 
art-aid to properly pnnisii. The weakness or 
such arguments ia apparent 
upon their face 
The conviction and imprisonment or the parties 
who took part In tuat conspiracy staad as evidence 
that the British covernment regarded it aud did not 
rear to punish it as a crime. - Bat while a govern- 
ment recognizes rebellion against itself under any 
circumstances as a grave offence, it may recognize 
also the ract that such a rebellion was induced by 
abuses that require removal. Havlug enrorced its 
authority and vindicated its existing laws, it may 
WPII accompany tne prosecution of reforms with 
leniency towards lliosa wlio have offended airalnst 
its majesty. 
But, it is said, the prisoners we are 
aslced to liberate have shown no contrition for their 
acts; they have not prostrated themselves at our 
feet, they and their sympathizers, aud sued humbly 
ror pardon. 
It might be remarked here that tlie 
English newspapers, after the collapse or the 
American Southern States' rebellion, were virtuously 
indignant at tlie idea that the government or the 
United States should desire to Humiliate tne rebels 
or require or them any expression or contrition lor 
their misdeeds. Bm It is enough to say thatre- 
pcutaucc and sorrow are not the only considerations 
upon which the pardons or criminals are granted. 
If a good end is w be subserved by Hie remission or 
a sentence it can matter but little IT the released 
prisoner will persist in regarding his conviction as 
unjust, Mr. Gladstone would to-day put down a 
rising in Ireland by the most vigorous means and 
punish those who might take parf lu It; but lie will 
set loose the men who conspired in 1867, because he 
would not only remove those real grievances 
in the government of Ireland which, have been tne 
pretext ror rebellion, but would also obliterate from 
the minds of the people the remembrance or past

PARIS, Oct. 2,1869. 


The answerer Father nyaclnthe to the affectionate 


appeal of the Bishop of" Orleans has causea much 
satisfaction among the enlightened members or the 
ecleslastical woria in Paris. 


The great preacher is at present residing with his 


brother, in the Avenue de Neullly, No. 95, and has 
received as many as a thousand letters or congratu- 
lation and sympathy a day. Ho has held a long 
conference with the Archbishop of Paris, and, it is 
said, will be defended In the Council at Rome by the 
Bishops of Chalons and Bayeux; also by the Arch- 
bishops or Avignon and Keims. Cardinal Matthew, 
the celebrated ex-Carmelite, on the other hand. is 
appointed to combat the manifesto. 


Notwithstanding the immense opposition made to 


the Empress' voyage in the East she left St. Cloud 
at hair-past five, as was appointed. She was accom- 
panied to the station by the Emperor and the Minis- 
ters, even by those who do not approve or the excur- 
sion, and in order to refute the rumors current 
respecting the coldness existing between the family 
of Prince Napoleon and herselr she drove to Mendon 
to take leave of Princess Clothilde, and brought the 
Prince back in her carriage to St. Cloud. The Jour- 
ney, notwithstanding the Empress' strict incognito 
through Italy, wnere she will remain a few days, 
will cost 750,000 francs, including divers, by which 
is meant "presents." A celebrated financier has 
chalked down the outlay day by day up to the 
moment of her Majesty's return. 
Some conversation "and malicious comment have 
arisen ou the subject of General Fieury's nomination 
as French ambassador to Russia. He Is thought un- 
fit for diplomacy, and this appointment is attributed 
to the necessity or ins going through a Cabinet stage 
before he takes any part in the ministry Here, which, 
we are told, is to be an Ollivier Fleury one. Punsters 
call it "ollivier fleurl," or "palm blossom" in our 
dialect. May it be so, after the late excitements. 
Added to the horrors of the Pantin murder, on which 
all the penny-a-liners are living, there has been an- 
other terrible incident near Paris. Durlns tbe com- 
plete destruction or the Hippodrome by fire the glow 
was so intense that the Boulevards were lighted np 
by the flames as far as the Porte St. Martin. The in- 
tensity of the fire was increased by the proximity 
of Gandillot's depot of fete decorations ror the city of 
Paris. All the theatrical splendors or restive cele- 
brations are destroyed, aud, belngmostly or very thin 
pino wood, more or less covered with paint ana tar, 
blazed up with frightful rapidity. Thousands of peo- 
ple rose rrom their beds aud !eft their homes to see 
the progress of the fire. Ic broKe out at about eleven 
o'clock. 
The great question whether or not tho Chambers 
are to be convoked for the *25tn is debated in private 
council, ir the prorogation lasts beyond that date 
public opinion will express Itself atMr its peculiar 
fashion in this capital.

The Dunlin Freeman's Journal of the 2sth of Sep- 
tember devotes an article two columns long to a 
caustlo criticism of Lord Hartlngtoh's speech— 
already commented on in tho UEBALD—on the Irish; 
laud question. It combats the argument which 16 
attributes to his lordship that the laborers might b9 
injuriously affected by flxity or tenure, demes, as 
"baseless and unwarranted," tho imputation that 
the remedies proposed by the Farmers' Club orMun- 
eter would have the effect or robomg the landlords; 
and then sets out tbe rollowlng catalogue of what tt 
admits to be the rights or the landlord:— 


First—The landlord has a right to get his rent as flgrcesl 
upon between himself and bis tenant at the times and m tha 
proportions stipulated. 


Second—The landlord has a right to obtain as rent tha 
present full annual value of bis land which he hired to tho 
tenaut, not including the value of the property of the tenant 
incorporated with the holding. 


Third—Toe landlord lias a right to be secured the prospec- 


tive value of his land as created by anv and everycbange, 
locsl or general, which is not produced by the expenditure of 
the tenaut on the special holding. 


Fourth—He has a right to all mines and minerals, ail royal* 
ties and all manorial rights. 
jfirtA^When he hires the surface of Ills land and the usu- 
fruct thereof to a tenant be has a right to the most complete 
security the law can give that bis elaim for rent shall tako 
precedence of every claim other than the public claims 
referred to, aad that no common creditor shall by any con- 
trivance be able to taso the produce of tbe laud until tha 
rent of tho land out of which it was produced shall havo 
been paid or sufficiently secured to tho [landlord who supplied 
the land out of which that produce was extracted by tba 
tenant. 


SirtA—The landlord has a right that his security for ths 
due payment of the stipulated rent shall not be diminished by 
the sub-letting or subdivision of the land, and the consequent 
placing oi the claims to sustentation of other famlliea of 
cultivators out of the special lot In priority to bis claims for 
his rent. 


&ra<;7i—Tbe landlord has a right to reclaim the occupancy 
on tiie tenant not being reasonably punctual iu the paymeut 
of his rent, or on the tenant sub-letting or subdividing tha 
holding, and tberebr depriving the owner of the security for 
his rent, on the faith of which be hired out his land. 


EigliUi—Having regard to tbe ordinarily recognized rights 


Of landed property, tbe landlord very reasonably claims a 
pre-emption right to the occupaucy of any portion of his in,- 
come-producing land, on his making full compensation to tba 
tenant lor alt beneScial improvements in'Or on tbe sol!, aui 
tor the loss of his continuoua occupancy, aftyr the manner 
observed under the Railway Clauses acts "with regard to tenj 
ants of lands und tenants of houses la which traders carry- 
on businesa. 
It cnaiienges Lord Ilartington to show that any 
one or these claims would bo injuriously affected by 
the programme of the Minister Farmers' Club, 
which it puollshes as follows:— 


That tbe tenant ofland dedicated to agricultural and incoma 
producing purposes bv tbe landlord should have a ridht of 
ri«ht of used and "continuous occupancy" so long^as ho 
pays the stipulated rent with clue punctuality: agrees to and 
pays a just increase of rent calculated on the increased valua 
of tbe land auan fromliis own capital, as tested by the local 
prices of produce; abstains from sub-diviaing or sub-letting 
the bolding without tbe assent in it-riling of the owner or his 
legal representatives: gives free scnpa to the owner for tbo 
exercise of all manorial rights and royalties; recognizes tba 
right of re-entry for non-payment of rent, and recognizes a 
pre-emption right as vested in tbo landlord, should any 
cause, even whim or caprice, induce biin to desire tbe resump- 
tion ot tbe holding, on his paving the full value of the ''con- 
tiguous occupancy right" and"all Impr&remeats made by tbo 
tenant.

Tlie British Channel Fleet at 
Cork—Ear!

Amnesty and Land Tenure Reform. 
A Dublin letter of the 29th of September In the 


London Times reports that the British Channel fleet 
arrived at Cork harbor the day previous," after 
encountering a severe storm in the Bay or Biscay.

COURT OF SEiffBAL SESSIONS. 


Marsh, the Wo!! Street Forger, Sent to the 


State Prison—-Conviction of o Highway 
Robber. 
Before Jndze Bedford. 


At the opening of the court yesterday August 


Schneider, who was charged with forgery in the 
third degree, pleaded Ruilty to the rourtn grade of 
that offence. On the 28th of August he hired of 
George Helm, No. 41 Eldndge street, a portion of the 
premises, for which he tendered in payment for the 
rent a check purporting to be drawn by Louis Miller 
on the Bull's Head Bank for the sum of forty-live 
dollors. The amount of the rent was thirty dollars, 
and Uelm, believing the checK to be good, gave him 
the fifteen dollars. He subsequently discovered that 
It was a forgery. 


Counsel for tue prisoner asked for a postponement 
of the sentence, in order Out he might allow has 
previous good character. 
Judge Bedford thereupon exhibited a number of 
oilier checKs, which the officer found in possession 
of the piisoner, by means of which lie intended to 
swindle honest citizens. Tho counsel's motion was 
summarily disposed with by his Honor sentencing 
fechueider, alias Ahem, to the State Prison for two 
jears. 


David Marsh, alias Henry Millar, who was tried 
and convicted on the 26th of September of forgery In 
the third degree, was p.aoed at the Dar for sentence. 
Assistant District Attoiney lluttlungs made some 
inteiesting remarks about the case, in the course of 
which, he said that the prisoner was found guilty of 
defrauding 0. Haivier, a goid broker in Exchange 
place, of the sum of $i6,oou, that he was connected 
with a party of 
men who had 
defrauded 
bankers and merchants out of a sura probably 
between $2.30,000 ana $300,000; that the prisoner was 
arrested through the exertion and s'ail of Captain 
Jourdan. After his conviction the prisoner was re- 
manded foi the purpose of seeing if he would mase 
any disclosures as to what had become of the money 
which had been procured by these forgeries which 
he hart lefuseo to do 
In moving for judgment Mr. 
Hatchings requested the Judge to disregard the re- 
commendation to mercy made by the jury, who are 
not informed as to tue previous career of the 
prisoner. 
E\ Judge Stuart made a touching and able appeal 
In behalf of his client, mentioning the fact that he 
had a sick wife and family in New Jersey, 
Judge Bedford, in passina sentence said, that the 
prisoner was remanded in the hope that he would 
give Information regarding several professional for- 
geries. His Honor had been informed since the trial 
that Marsh w as an expert and skilful forger, and ne 
agreed with the District Attorney in sayma 
that had 
the 
jury 
icnown all 
tho 
facts 
they would not have recommended him to mercy, 
i'he Judge In address.ng tue pilsouersaid —Marsh, 
had you devoted the same amount of aoility, time 
and energy to rionest pursuits Instead of per- 
petrating forgeries, you might l.ave to dav won an 
enviable name instead of standing, as you" do now, 
a degraded felon. As the jury have recommended 
you to mercy—although I believe if they had Known 
your antecedents as I did, they would not have done 
so—I will take off one Year. The sentence or the 
Court is that you be confined In tne state Prison, at 
hard abor, for the term of four years.

The two then procured a light and on 
making a a search saw the body of a child In the 
water, which was flshea out. Subsequently the body 
ol Mrs. McGuire was found by other parties, and bota 
mother and child laid together on the pier. It was 
stated that instantly on reaching the end of the 
wharf Mrs. McGuire pitched her babe into the water 
and sprang in after her. but that does not appear in 
the testimony taken before Coroner Keenan. A ver- 
dict correspouaing with tho foregoing facta was 
returned by the Jury. Mrs. McGuire was thirty-five 
years of age and a native of Ireland. The babo

I do not Snow whether It is owing to an anxiety 


•o prepare our naval forces for any eventuality that 
may arise, or whether It is merely the Inauguration 
of a new system of keeping the navy in complete 
order at all times, Instead of allowing it to dete- 
riorate and decay, that such extraordinary activity 
3 displayed in all the navy yards of the United 
itates. For one or the other reason the Charles- 
own yard is now the scene of busy stir ana activity, 
much resembling the days of the rebellion, when a 
new navy was being created and kept in a state 
of efficiency. Nearly three thousand men are en- 
;ageO now in laboring in the various departments 
of the yard; the docks are filled all the time witn 
vessels undergoing repairs; the machine shops are 
alive with anisans, and in every place we observe 
evidences of ceaseless toll ana zealous activity. At 
no time smco the war has so much been done, 
and tho amount of wort laid out promises little 
Idleness In the future. This Is so, too, In the New 
York ana Philadelphia yards, where an unusual 
number of men are at work and a great number of 
vessels are being fitted out for active service at sea. 
Even the Kittery yard, m Maine, Is daily growing In 
mportance In consequence of tne inability of the 
arge yards to accomplish the WOM Imperatively 
demanded of them. All this la encouraging, if we

In the Charleston n Navy Yard they are fitting out 
he steam corvette Alaska, and she is now almost 
ready for her crew. The Alaska is a secona class 
screw and, like all the vessels now being fitted out, 
ship rigged, carrying twelve guns 
She is a large, 
roouiy ship, and promises to be one of the best 
cruisers in the service. Her propeller can be hoisted 
up, so that she will, except under cases of necessity, 
go under sail alone, sne will doubtless prove 
very last under canvas, as her model is beautiful 
and her lines veiy line. She can steam twelve 
knots without pressing. As yet her officers have 
not been ordered to her. The corvette Nantasket, 
even guns, is finished, and her officers have been 
ordered to her.

TJse Trial of Kcbcrt Berry for Mards 


"Hibernians" an Illegal Society. 
Before Judge Gilbert and Associates. 


The trial of Robert Berry for the murder of James 


Donnegan during a riot in the Fifth ward on the 2d 
of last May was continued yesterday. 
» 


The prfsoner, Robert Berry, was placed on the 


stand ana testified as follows:— I live on the coiner 
of Duifield and lillary streets; I am going on twenty- 
three years of age; I never remember having seen 
James Donnegan until I saw him in the hospital; 
I was present at the disturbance on the 2d of May 
ast; I did not have a knife or any other weapon 
on that occasion; I saw a young fellow named 
Murray pulling Carberry away from the door and I 
went over and separated them; there was another 
disturbance a few minutes afterwards; I was at tae 
Dutchman's corner and heard some hollering that 
vlllmeade would be killed; men were rushing out of 
O'Neill's, and I ran into the middle of the street, 
when some one knocked my h»t oJ; then the pistol 
went off and I ran away up Johnson street; I never 
struck a blow during the whole time; I was arrested 
about ten o'clock on .Monday; I never made any es- 
jresslon about a man being about to die; tlie first I 
cnew of it was when nvas in the cell; when I was 
taken to the hospital Donnegan said, '-lie looks like 
the man tnat stabbed me, but I could not swear to 
Mm;" I said, 'Be careful, old man, this is a very 
serious charge; I've been taken from my work to- 
day, and I don't want to be locked np; take a good 
ook at me, and if I am the man that stabbed you, 
whv say so." 
Cross-examined — I heard Coroner Jones' state- 
ment; I nave tried to give as correct a statement of 
what took place In the hospital as I could ; I am on 
oath; I am In the habit or frequenting Reading's 
corner; it is a liquor store; we st-y round there 
sometimes as late as ten o'clock; I ran away after 
the sliotwas fired because everybody else ran; I 
;rabbed a boy's hat as I was running; I did not 
want to be running on Myrtle avenuo without a hat; 
when I got my own I returned his; there used to be 
a man conffi over on Sunday and want me to fight 
him cither for fun or filendsmp, and I would slip 
away from him; I understood ho was a Hibernian, 
but the crowd would slip away as IT they did not 
want to have any mnss with him; it continued for 
ten or twelve Sundays; I have heard the young fel- 
ows express hard feelings against the Hibernians. 
but the party was too strong for us to think about 
getting square; I never saw Donnegan before I 
saw him in the hospital; most of the young 
eliowa who met at Redding's went oat with 
a company 
known as the 
"Seymour and 
31air Guard;" 1 would not swear that I have 
not been arrested twelve times; it is a pretty rough 
crowd round that neighborhood; It 13 between one 
and two years since I got acquainted with them; I 
renorally went down there every night; I nave been 
in the Penitentiary once for six months; it was a 
muss in the stoic; I can't say how often I have been 
arrested for intoxication; the last time I was 
arrested before this was abont a month ago; it was 
tor running after Howard; he ran up to two police- 
men and had me arrested; I was tried once because 
a roan said I knocked him down und cook his watch; 
it was five or six years ago. 
Redirect— I was put on trial and acquitted. 
Several other witnesses were examined, when 
Judge Gilbert charged the jury, reviewing portions 
of tpo evidence, and in regard to me society ho 
charged tfiat t\e Hibernian §09101? was illegal, and

THE BEOOKLYN CATHEDRBAL. 


Arc'jitecmre, Dimensions and Location of tB8 


New Sacred Edifice— Elaborate Design ana 
Gorgeous Embellishment of the Interior*,, 
Progress oi the Work. 
If New York has a Catholic Cathedral unrivalle^ 


on the American Continent the CKy or Churches til 
about to have her Cathedral, which, If it be l«i 
superb in the costliness of material, is no less gran* 
in architectural design, its immense capacity ani) 
the beauty of its decorations. 


In the month of June, 1865, on a rising gronBct 


situated between Vanderbilt avenne and Clermontf 
avenne, the lonnaation ol this new structure, callea 
the Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception, was 
commenced, and in Jane, 1868 the corner stone waa 
laid, with ail the imposing ceremonial of the Catha* 
lie Church, by Bishop Loughlan— a ceremony whlcU 
was witnessed by thousands of persons both from 
New York ana Brooklyn and tee surrounding <ll» 
tricts. What the estimated expense might hava 
been does not appear, bnt from the best calculation 
that one could venture upon, from what it is intended 
to make the building both externally and Internally^ 
it can hardly be less than $2,000,000.

The extreme length of the edifice from the towera 


In front to the rear of the chapel la 351 feet; length 
from front entrance to rear of the apse (sancjnarjj? 
264 feet; extreme breadth of the transept, 180 feet} 
extreme breadth of nave and aisles, 98 feet. Ther« 
wiu be two chapels, one at each of the fronS 
entrances. The larger one will be 80 fees long and 
10 feet wide; the other of eomewnat less dimension?. 
The frontage of the whole building Is 160 feet on 
Lafayette avenue The large towers to front are 69 
feet square at the base, and will be 350 feei high front 
the surface to the tap of the cross. The small towers 
at the transept are 27 feet at the base, and will ba 
1S5 feet high. The top of the na\ e roof will be US' 
reet above the level of the street. The aisle walla 
will be 57 feet nigh; the nave and transept ceilings 
85 leet above the level of the fioor, and the aisle ceil- 
ings 58 feet, from these aisles the church wil 1 b9 
chiefly lighted. 
The nave win be terminated by an apse of five 
sides, under TV hich the altar will stand. The sane* 
tuary win be 54 feet long and 88 feet wide. The aisles 
will terminate with email chapels and altars. Arch- 
ways will open from the arms ot the transept into 
the large chapels Such are the dimensions of ttt9 
vast structure. 


THE MATERIALS OP CON3T3HJCTION. 
The chief materials are blue granite, built (ft 
courses of broken ashlers, varying from eight to aiz- 
teen incnes In height: all the inferior trimmings 
and dressings to be of white granite, the window 
tracery and decorations of Ohio butf freestone^ 
mixed witii Belleville gray freestone, and the pU> 
lars of the doorways red granite. The contrasts 
formed by these varied materials will produce a 
very beautiful effect. 
'1 lie roof will b3 of oak timber, coveied with tH3 
best quality of slate The floors will be paved wlttt 
encoustio tile, the furniture of oak, dressed wiUi 
black walnut. 
Through the two large towers, placed diagonally 
with the church, will be the principal entrances 
The west tower Mil contain the clock and larce bell. 
Triere will be a chime of bells m the eastern. To 
each tower there will be a stair turret, so that tha 
tower and spire can be ascended to the height of 
245 feet. Ihese towers are connected in front with: 
two small chapels by a large vestibule, 'ihenava 
aad aisle ttlll be llguted by the large windows. The 
small towers at the angles of the tiansept will hava 
the "Angeles" bell in one and the vesper bell in ttlB 
other. 


THE COCP D'ceir.. 
On entering the church the appearance will ba 
grand. The long perspective of the otten-repeate*, 
tall pillars, w Hh tneir decorated capitals, from whictt 
will spring the numerous pointed arches of the cle- 
restory and ceilings, enriched by tracing, foliage 
ana &cnlpture, decorated la polycrome. The walla 
of the chancel will be emicheil with canopied niches, 
filled witn statuary and triforiutn arcades to suit tha 
chantries, all or which will be illuminated with gol<i 
and color. 


One of the beautiful features of this noble edifice 


•will be theftve large chancel windows, which will ba 
filled with pictures— "The Annunciation," "Tha 
Nativity of Our Lord," "The Crucifixion," "Tha 
Resurrection," the "Aseenstoa into Heaven," In 
the large window In the eastern transept wdl be ths 
"Ooronattoa of tne Blessed Virgin m Heaven." 
Among the pictures in Hie stained windows there 
will be one which cannot fail to touch the Irish hearty 
as the Urge window in the eastern transept will be 
JEleJ with scsues Irom thehfe of St. Patrick, aad in tha 
centre bav window there will be a life-size of tha 
patron saint of the Emerald Isle, nnder a beautiful 
canopy, to ba enriched by tne entwining of tha 
shamrock. In the bajs on the right side will be a 
picture of St. Patrick landing In Ireland, and on tig 
eft his preaching to the people. The large windows 
in the side of the church will be filled with, pictures 
representing the principal mysteries of religion. 


ARCmTEOTCBE AND PROGRESS Or THE WORK. 
The entire aisle will be paved with eucoustlc tile3 
of vaned -design: the steps of the sanctuary and 
chapel will be 01 marble; the chancel railings will ba 
or gut bronze; the stall, ta-one and prle dieu of tha 
richest matenal and in the first style of workman- 
snip. The style of ai<,hltectura selected 13 raosS 
appiopriateforsucaan immense building— namely* 
the French Gothic of the thirteenth century, which; 
with its clustered shafts, moulded bases, decorated 
caps, richly traceiiea windows, varied statuary, 
pinnacled and gabled canopies contributed so mucU 
to the beauty or the style of the Church in her mort 
glorious dass. 
The progress made in the erection, considering the 
vast amount of work to be got tarouzft and tha 
gigantic nature of the structure, is considerable. 
ihe large chapel in tue rear is about ready to ba 
roofed, the walls of which are some fifteen feet hlgft 
on one -side and eight or nine feet on the other. 
There are some twenty men engaged on the buihfe 
Ing, and the number will shortly oe largely Increased. 
From the dimensions already given it will be seen 
that the Brooklyn Cathedrall will, when finished, b9 
capab'e of seating some 14,000 or 15,000 persons. 
The architect is Mr. Patrick C. Keely ; the buliae* 
is ilr. Francis Carran.

COURT OF SEiffBAL SESSIONS. 


Marsh, the Wo!! Street Forger, Sent to the 


State Prison—-Conviction of o Highway 
Robber. 
Before Jndze Bedford. 


At the opening of the court yesterday August 


Schneider, who was charged with forgery in the 
third degree, pleaded Ruilty to the rourtn grade of 
that offence. On the 28th of August he hired of 
George Helm, No. 41 Eldndge street, a portion of the 
premises, for which he tendered in payment for the 
rent a check purporting to be drawn by Louis Miller 
on the Bull's Head Bank for the sum of forty-live 
dollors. The amount of the rent was thirty dollars, 
and Uelm, believing the checK to be good, gave him 
the fifteen dollars. He subsequently discovered that 
It was a forgery. 


Counsel for tue prisoner asked for a postponement 
of the sentence, in order Out he might allow has 
previous good character. 
Judge Bedford thereupon exhibited a number of 
oilier checKs, which the officer found in possession 
of the piisoner, by means of which lie intended to 
swindle honest citizens. Tho counsel's motion was 
summarily disposed with by his Honor sentencing 
fechueider, alias Ahem, to the State Prison for two 
jears. 


David Marsh, alias Henry Millar, who was tried 
and convicted on the 26th of September of forgery In 
the third degree, was p.aoed at the Dar for sentence. 
Assistant District Attoiney lluttlungs made some 
inteiesting remarks about the case, in the course of 
which, he said that the prisoner was found guilty of 
defrauding 0. Haivier, a goid broker in Exchange 
place, of the sum of $i6,oou, that he was connected 
with a party of 
men who had 
defrauded 
bankers and merchants out of a sura probably 
between $2.30,000 ana $300,000; that the prisoner was 
arrested through the exertion and s'ail of Captain 
Jourdan. After his conviction the prisoner was re- 
manded foi the purpose of seeing if he would mase 
any disclosures as to what had become of the money 
which had been procured by these forgeries which 
he hart lefuseo to do 
In moving for judgment Mr. 
Hatchings requested the Judge to disregard the re- 
commendation to mercy made by the jury, who are 
not informed as to tue previous career of the 
prisoner. 
E\ Judge Stuart made a touching and able appeal 
In behalf of his client, mentioning the fact that he 
had a sick wife and family in New Jersey, 
Judge Bedford, in passina sentence said, that the 
prisoner was remanded in the hope that he would 
give Information regarding several professional for- 
geries. His Honor had been informed since the trial 
that Marsh w as an expert and skilful forger, and ne 
agreed with the District Attorney in sayma 
that had 
the 
jury 
icnown all 
tho 
facts 
they would not have recommended him to mercy, 
i'he Judge In address.ng tue pilsouersaid —Marsh, 
had you devoted the same amount of aoility, time 
and energy to rionest pursuits Instead of per- 
petrating forgeries, you might l.ave to dav won an 
enviable name instead of standing, as you" do now, 
a degraded felon. As the jury have recommended 
you to mercy—although I believe if they had Known 
your antecedents as I did, they would not have done 
so—I will take off one Year. The sentence or the 
Court is that you be confined In tne state Prison, at 
hard abor, for the term of four years. 


littnlc Adams was placed on tnal charged witti 
robbery In the first degiee, and the invejtleatioa 
occupied the wuole of the day, Edward Kiel and 
t'hailes \vicKcr, who were jointly Indicted, were 
convicted last month of this offence. 1 he complain-

BOSTON, Oct. 14, IS09. 


I do not Snow whether It is owing to an anxiety 


•o prepare our naval forces for any eventuality that 
may arise, or whether It is merely the Inauguration 
of a new system of keeping the navy in complete 
order at all times, Instead of allowing it to dete- 
riorate and decay, that such extraordinary activity 
3 displayed in all the navy yards of the United 
itates. For one or the other reason the Charles- 
own yard is now the scene of busy stir ana activity, 
much resembling the days of the rebellion, when a 
new navy was being created and kept in a state 
of efficiency. Nearly three thousand men are en- 
;ageO now in laboring in the various departments 
of the yard; the docks are filled all the time witn 
vessels undergoing repairs; the machine shops are 
alive with anisans, and in every place we observe 
evidences of ceaseless toll ana zealous activity. At 
no time smco the war has so much been done, 
and tho amount of wort laid out promises little 
Idleness In the future. This Is so, too, In the New 
York ana Philadelphia yards, where an unusual 
number of men are at work and a great number of 
vessels are being fitted out for active service at sea. 
Even the Kittery yard, m Maine, Is daily growing In 
mportance In consequence of tne inability of the 
arge yards to accomplish the WOM Imperatively 
demanded of them. All this la encouraging, if we 
are to have a brush with Spain, an event hke'y

Dona, who are 


uro to do tlie moat foolish thing at the most un- 
oitunate period that they could possibly select. 
Serrano and his ministry are forever perfoimmg 
some act to draw off the attention of tae people 
from their own weakness, and to unite them on 
heir side when thin gs look bad for them.

In the Charleston n Navy Yard they are fitting out 
he steam corvette Alaska, and she is now almost 
ready for her crew. The Alaska is a secona class 
screw and, like all the vessels now being fitted out, 
ship rigged, carrying twelve guns 
She is a large, 
roouiy ship, and promises to be one of the best 
cruisers in the service. Her propeller can be hoisted 
up, so that she will, except under cases of necessity, 
go under sail alone, sne will doubtless prove 
very last under canvas, as her model is beautiful 
and her lines veiy line. She can steam twelve 
knots without pressing. As yet her officers have 
not been ordered to her. The corvette Nantasket, 
even guns, is finished, and her officers have been 
ordered to her.

Stallions—A Regretful Result—Only Three 
Out of Tliirly-tJiree Sold—Sale at the Je- 
romo Park Stables. 
Mr. R. W. Cameron, ol Clifton Park, Staten Island, 


who ror years has possessed the largest and best 
selected collection of imported thoroughbred st 
lions and brood mares in this country, resolved 
some time since to dispose of his entire stud at this 
season, when as a successful breeder his name was 
second to none in the world of the tnrr. He was In- 
duced to adopt tnis course more particularly as the 
demands of an extensive shipping interest with the 
Indies, New Zealand and Australia, left but little 
time for him to devote to such affairs, yet his un- 
paralleled bad mck, dating years back, had also to 
some extent caused csm to make such a resolve. 


The disposition of this stocK of famous pedigree, 


and in certain cases, of distinguished achievements, 
gave to the gentlemen now consresated in New 
York, representatives or the extensive stables of 
running horses in the land, an opportunity to add 
to the respective studs many animals of renown 
ana value. Regretfully, it 13 added here, they railed 
to do so, and the attempted sale of the Clifton stud 
can be narrated as a bad, very bad, failure. 


Yesterday was selected as the day to bring the 


entire collection of Mr. Cameron under tho hammer, 
and a more propitious morning never shone on 
Staten Island.

The 
TJse Trial of Kcbcrt Berry for Mards 


"Hibernians" an Illegal Society. 
Before Judge Gilbert and Associates. 


The trial of Robert Berry for the murder of James 


Donnegan during a riot in the Fifth ward on the 2d 
of last May was continued yesterday. 
» 


The prfsoner, Robert Berry, was placed on the 


stand ana testified as follows:— I live on the coiner 
of Duifield and lillary streets; I am going on twenty- 
three years of age; I never remember having seen 
James Donnegan until I saw him in the hospital; 
I was present at the disturbance on the 2d of May 
ast; I did not have a knife or any other weapon 
on that occasion; I saw a young fellow named 
Murray pulling Carberry away from the door and I 
went over and separated them; there was another 
disturbance a few minutes afterwards; I was at tae 
Dutchman's corner and heard some hollering that 
vlllmeade would be killed; men were rushing out of 
O'Neill's, and I ran into the middle of the street, 
when some one knocked my h»t oJ; then the pistol 
went off and I ran away up Johnson street; I never 
struck a blow during the whole time; I was arrested 
about ten o'clock on .Monday; I never made any es- 
jresslon about a man being about to die; tlie first I 
cnew of it was when nvas in the cell; when I was 
taken to the hospital Donnegan said, '-lie looks like 
the man tnat stabbed me, but I could not swear to 
Mm;" I said, 'Be careful, old man, this is a very 
serious charge; I've been taken from my work to- 
day, and I don't want to be locked np; take a good 
ook at me, and if I am the man that stabbed you, 
whv say so." 
Cross-examined — I heard Coroner Jones' state- 
ment; I nave tried to give as correct a statement of 
what took place In the hospital as I could ; I am on 
oath; I am In the habit or frequenting Reading's 
corner; it is a liquor store; we st-y round there 
sometimes as late as ten o'clock; I ran away after 
the sliotwas fired because everybody else ran; I 
;rabbed a boy's hat as I was running; I did not 
want to be running on Myrtle avenuo without a hat; 
when I got my own I returned his; there used to be 
a man conffi over on Sunday and want me to fight 
him cither for fun or filendsmp, and I would slip 
away from him; I understood ho was a Hibernian, 
but the crowd would slip away as IT they did not 
want to have any mnss with him; it continued for 
ten or twelve Sundays; I have heard the young fel- 
ows express hard feelings against the Hibernians. 
but the party was too strong for us to think about 
getting square; I never saw Donnegan before I 
saw him in the hospital; most of the young 
eliowa who met at Redding's went oat with 
a company 
known as the 
"Seymour and 
31air Guard;" 1 would not swear that I have 
not been arrested twelve times; it is a pretty rough 
crowd round that neighborhood; It 13 between one 
and two years since I got acquainted with them; I 
renorally went down there every night; I nave been 
in the Penitentiary once for six months; it was a 
muss in the stoic; I can't say how often I have been 
arrested for intoxication; the last time I was 
arrested before this was abont a month ago; it was 
tor running after Howard; he ran up to two police- 
men and had me arrested; I was tried once because 
a roan said I knocked him down und cook his watch; 
it was five or six years ago. 
Redirect— I was put on trial and acquitted. 
Several other witnesses were examined, when 
Judge Gilbert charged the jury, reviewing portions 
of tpo evidence, and in regard to me society ho 
charged tfiat t\e Hibernian §09101? was illegal, and

THE BEOOKLYN CATHEDRBAL. 


Arc'jitecmre, Dimensions and Location of tB8 


New Sacred Edifice— Elaborate Design ana 
Gorgeous Embellishment of the Interior*,, 
Progress oi the Work. 
If New York has a Catholic Cathedral unrivalle^ 


on the American Continent the CKy or Churches til 
about to have her Cathedral, which, If it be l«i 
superb in the costliness of material, is no less gran* 
in architectural design, its immense capacity ani) 
the beauty of its decorations. 


In the month of June, 1865, on a rising gronBct 


situated between Vanderbilt avenne and Clermontf 
avenne, the lonnaation ol this new structure, callea 
the Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception, was 
commenced, and in Jane, 1868 the corner stone waa 
laid, with ail the imposing ceremonial of the Catha* 
lie Church, by Bishop Loughlan— a ceremony whlcU 
was witnessed by thousands of persons both from 
New York ana Brooklyn and tee surrounding <ll» 
tricts. What the estimated expense might hava 
been does not appear, bnt from the best calculation 
that one could venture upon, from what it is intended 
to make the building both externally and Internally^ 
it can hardly be less than $2,000,000. 


BI5IE!<S10JiS OJ? THE CATHEDRAL. 


The extreme length of the edifice from the towera 


In front to the rear of the chapel la 351 feet; length 
from front entrance to rear of the apse (sancjnarjj? 
264 feet; extreme breadth of the transept, 180 feet} 
extreme breadth of nave and aisles, 98 feet. Ther« 
wiu be two chapels, one at each of the fronS 
entrances. The larger one will be 80 fees long and 
10 feet wide; the other of eomewnat less dimension?. 
The frontage of the whole building Is 160 feet on 
Lafayette avenue The large towers to front are 69 
feet square at the base, and will be 350 feei high front 
the surface to the tap of the cross. The small towers 
at the transept are 27 feet at the base, and will ba 
1S5 feet high. The top of the na\ e roof will be US' 
reet above the level of the street. The aisle walla 
will be 57 feet nigh; the nave and transept ceilings 
85 leet above the level of the fioor, and the aisle ceil- 
ings 58 feet, from these aisles the church wil 1 b9 
chiefly lighted. 
The nave win be terminated by an apse of five 
sides, under TV hich the altar will stand. The sane* 
tuary win be 54 feet long and 88 feet wide. The aisles 
will terminate with email chapels and altars. Arch- 
ways will open from the arms ot the transept into 
the large chapels Such are the dimensions of ttt9 
vast structure. 


THE MATERIALS OP CON3T3HJCTION. 
The chief materials are blue granite, built (ft 
courses of broken ashlers, varying from eight to aiz- 
teen incnes In height: all the inferior trimmings 
and dressings to be of white granite, the window 
tracery and decorations of Ohio butf freestone^ 
mixed witii Belleville gray freestone, and the pU> 
lars of the doorways red granite. The contrasts 
formed by these varied materials will produce a 
very beautiful effect. 
'1 lie roof will b3 of oak timber, coveied with tH3 
best quality of slate The floors will be paved wlttt 
encoustio tile, the furniture of oak, dressed wiUi 
black walnut. 
Through the two large towers, placed diagonally 
with the church, will be the principal entrances 
The west tower Mil contain the clock and larce bell. 
Triere will be a chime of bells m the eastern. To 
each tower there will be a stair turret, so that tha 
tower and spire can be ascended to the height of 
245 feet. Ihese towers are connected in front with: 
two small chapels by a large vestibule, 'ihenava 
aad aisle ttlll be llguted by the large windows. The 
small towers at the angles of the tiansept will hava 
the "Angeles" bell in one and the vesper bell in ttlB 
other. 


THE COCP D'ceir.. 
On entering the church the appearance will ba 
grand. The long perspective of the otten-repeate*, 
tall pillars, w Hh tneir decorated capitals, from whictt 
will spring the numerous pointed arches of the cle- 
restory and ceilings, enriched by tracing, foliage 
ana &cnlpture, decorated la polycrome. The walla 
of the chancel will be emicheil with canopied niches, 
filled witn statuary and triforiutn arcades to suit tha 
chantries, all or which will be illuminated with gol<i 
and color. 


One of the beautiful features of this noble edifice 


•will be theftve large chancel windows, which will ba 
filled with pictures— "The Annunciation," "Tha 
Nativity of Our Lord," "The Crucifixion," "Tha 
Resurrection," the "Aseenstoa into Heaven," In 
the large window In the eastern transept wdl be ths 
"Ooronattoa of tne Blessed Virgin m Heaven." 
Among the pictures in Hie stained windows there 
will be one which cannot fail to touch the Irish hearty 
as the Urge window in the eastern transept will be 
JEleJ with scsues Irom thehfe of St. Patrick, aad in tha 
centre bav window there will be a life-size of tha 
patron saint of the Emerald Isle, nnder a beautiful 
canopy, to ba enriched by tne entwining of tha 
shamrock. In the bajs on the right side will be a 
picture of St. Patrick landing In Ireland, and on tig 
eft his preaching to the people. The large windows 
in the side of the church will be filled with, pictures 
representing the principal mysteries of religion. 


ARCmTEOTCBE AND PROGRESS Or THE WORK. 
The entire aisle will be paved with eucoustlc tile3 
of vaned -design: the steps of the sanctuary and 
chapel will be 01 marble; the chancel railings will ba 
or gut bronze; the stall, ta-one and prle dieu of tha 
richest matenal and in the first style of workman- 
snip. The style of ai<,hltectura selected 13 raosS 
appiopriateforsucaan immense building— namely* 
the French Gothic of the thirteenth century, which; 
with its clustered shafts, moulded bases, decorated 
caps, richly traceiiea windows, varied statuary, 
pinnacled and gabled canopies contributed so mucU 
to the beauty or the style of the Church in her mort 
glorious dass. 
The progress made in the erection, considering the 
vast amount of work to be got tarouzft and tha 
gigantic nature of the structure, is considerable. 
ihe large chapel in tue rear is about ready to ba 
roofed, the walls of which are some fifteen feet hlgft 
on one -side and eight or nine feet on the other. 
There are some twenty men engaged on the buihfe 
Ing, and the number will shortly oe largely Increased. 
From the dimensions already given it will be seen 
that the Brooklyn Cathedrall will, when finished, b9 
capab'e of seating some 14,000 or 15,000 persons. 
The architect is Mr. Patrick C. Keely ; the buliae* 
is ilr. Francis Carran. 


CQLLEES OF ST. JOH8 THE BAPTIST, BROOKLYN. 


"While Catholic churches are going np m all 


tlons In Brooklyn so that other denominations^ 
either collectively or Individually, may not claim ft 
monopoly to the name by which, that city Is so 
extensively recognized, buildings for educational 
rarposes, as is tne wont of that Church, are nos neg» 
ected. Accoidinely we find tha! a very estenslva 
Catholic college is now going up in Brooklyn. 
In July, 186S, the foundation of this edifice, Known 


as the College of St. John the Baptist, was cont« 
menced, ana on iae 25th of June last the corner stona 
wos laid by Bishop Loughlan. when a vast numbet 
of persons attended, and on -which occasion Rev. 
Dr. Edward McGijnn, of St. Stephen's churca. New 
lork, delivered a discourse remarkable for its ajW» 
atlludinarian views in Catholic education. 
The college will combine three different bnildingaj 
he centre appropriated as the residence, dorinl- 
ones, ic., for tae professors and students; the lers 
wing for day scholars and the right for resident 
collegians. The left wing is making rapid progress! 
o completion, and will, it is expected, be ready W( 
receive pupils by the 1st of tebruary next. 
It is situated on tne corner or Lewis audWIllonghby 
avenues. It will be built of oriole, trimmed w«4 
Ohio stone, in the Gothic French style. The entlra 
ensth of this building is 136 feet by 112 deep, aaa 
he wing going up is 112 by 60 feet, which has a 
basement, three stories and an attic. A large chnrctt 
will be built In connection with the college, and Trtjl 
be in the Roman style of architecture.

The late elections in Pennsylvania and Ohio 


ought to be sufficient to convince the demo- 
cratic party that the reign of slavery and the 
constitution of Buchanan are among the things 
of the past—that the financial policy of Gen- 
eral Grant's inaugural touching the-national 
debt -will stand, and that the Bfteenth amend- 
ment, interdicting the United States and every 
State from any restrictions on suffrage oa 
account of race or color, will become in the 
interval to the elections of nest autumn part 
of the supreme law- of the land. These things, 
at all events, in the elections of last year and 
this year, are established or inevitable, and 
they call upon the democracy for a new depar- 
ture. 


The decisive battle of the democrats on their 


old Bourbon principles of State sovereignty 
and negro distinctions was fought in 1868 on 
the declaration in the Tammany national plat- 
form, that all "the reconstruction acts of Con- 
gress are unconstitutional, revolutionary, null 
and void," which involved the proposition to 
carry us back to "the constitution as it was" 
before the war, Southera State rights and all. 
Upon this issue in Grant's election the recon- 
struction acts of Congress were endorsed by 
the people, including negro suffrage in the States 
directly concerned. 
What would have been 


the result liad Chase been nominated instead 
of Seymour, and on n platform recognizing 
the reconstruction acts of Congress, or what 
might have been done had not Seymour been 
pinned down by the Tammany resolution of 
Wade Hampton and the revolutionary letter of 
General Blair, it vronld bo a -waste of time 
now to consider. We have to deal with things 
as they are. After the election of General 
Grant, with its endorsement of the republican 
party, another advance was made by the out- 
going Congress on negro suffrage in the 
fifteenth amendment, proposing to make thia 
suffrage uniform throughout the United States 
under the authority of Congress, and in the 
General's inaugural lie cordially supported the 
proposition. 


What has followed ? Beginning with Vir- 


ginia, the old Southera State rights demo- 
crats and conservative republicans have 
formed s. new Southern party under the wing 
of the administration. The ne-w anti-radical 
Legislature of Virginia thus elected has rati- 
fied the fifteenth amendment, and in Missis- 
sippi and Texas, with the success of either 
party, the same course will be pursued. They 
have given up tho fight with Congress in the 
South, the supporters of Seymour in that sec- 
tion being satisfied that his defeat settled the 
question, and that it woald be worse than use- 
less any longer to follow the Bourbons of the 
North. Here, then, we stand. The fifteenth 
amendment is on the verge of a full ratifica- 
tion ,- the Southern democracy have entered 
into a new political league on things as they 
are, while the Northern democracy hare been 
again defeated on their old issues, and in elec- 
tions, too, in which indiflerenee so far pre- 
vailed on the republican side that it was 
expected these elections would go by default. 
Nothing is changed Norfh from the results of 
last year except the situation of the Northern 
wing of tho late democratic forces, which now 
stands alone, with much lost and nothing 
gained.

Reconstruction is here demanded; bu 


where is it to begin? Party discipline wil 
carry the democracy, no doubt, with their 
colors aloft, through our coming November 
election. 
But what then? Assuming that 


negro suffrage and Southern reconstruction 
will soon be practically settled, the dividing 
lines between the two great parties hencefor- 
ward will be drawn upon the measures of 
General Grant's administration and of Con- 
gress.

Onr Special News from Cuba. 


Tho news which wo published in yesterday's 


HERALD from our correspondents in Cuba pre- 
sents anything but a flattering condition of 
affairs. From one correspondent we learn that 
the first instalment of troops from the Penin- 
sula had arrived, but the discipline of the 
men does not lead to the belief that successful 
results may be anticipated from their opera- 
tions ; from a second we are informed that the 
Cuban people anticipate a war of extermina- 
tion, and consequently lire in continual dread 
of the Spaniards; and from a third we perceive 
that cruelties are still practised, and that the 
inhabitants of the large cities and towns are 
fleeing to the mountains for safety. 
It is 


evident, therefore, from these reports that the 
condition of the island is not improving, and 
loyalty to Spanish rule is becoming daily 
more and more remote. We hear nothing 
more of Jordan's alleged treachery. 
He still 


occupies the same high position in the revolu- 
tionary forces that he has filled for so long a 
time with so much ability. The little game of 
attempting to throw dishonor on his loyalty by 
Spanish sympathizers has played itself out. 
That tho revolutionists are able to hold the 
advantages they have already acquired with- 
out aid from outside is something which those 
who look forward to Cuban independence hare 
a right to feel proud of. Troubles at home may 
compel the Spaniards to abandon the idea of 
sending more troops to this side of the Atlan- 
tic. Spain's present difficulty at home is, or 
should prove, Cuba's opportunity, and that 
Cespedes and his friends will take advantage 
of it there is no reason to fear.

The great political suspense on two of the 


Tammany slates—those of the judiciary and 
the Senate—is at last orer. Anxious candidates 
will draw a long breath of relief on seeing their 
names slated, or, with what resolution they 
may call to their aid, nerve themselves to 
bear their disappointments, and perhaps pre- 
pare for the final arbitrament of a contest 
through the ballot box. Tammany's policy of 
masterly inactivity, like every other thing de- 
pendent upon outside influences, had its limit. 
The Fabian policy, while H may be good for a 
time, will never win battles. The masked 
battery must at the proper moment be brought 
into play or it will ba carried by the enemy 
and put to deadly use in the wrong quarter.

Spaia—Tfce Republican Movement. 


Our news from Spain is pregnant with Inte- 


rest. The republicans in the south, in the east, 
and, indeed, all over the country hare made 
another effort. It is difficult to beliere that 
this last movement was not well concerted, 
that it was not meant to be simultaneous and 
to succeed. In Malaga, the most important 
city in the south of Spain, and in Valencia, 
one of the two great cities on the east coast, 
the republican outburst has been rigorous and 
well sustained. 
If anything were wanted to 


convince us that the movement was inteaded 
to be serious, and that the government so 
regarded it, we should find the needsd evidence 
in the fact that Madrid is virtually in a state 
of siege. Twelre thousand men and forty 
pieces of artillery before the city mean some- 
thing. True we have been told that the insur- 
gents had offered to come to terms and that 
the government would hear of nothing but 
absolute surrender. 
This only proves that at 


Madrid the government has power enough to 
suppress the rebellion. It does not convince 
us that Spain is satisfied with the administra- 
tion of Prim, Serrano and the rest. Valencia, 
according to latest accounts, was still in the 
hands of the insurgents, although they were 
not unwilling to surrender on 
reasonable 


terms. The more prominent republicans have 
all found it necessary to flee from the country. 
Casteilar is said to be iu Portugal and 
Pierrad is in France. 
The gravity of 


the 
situation 
ia 
illustrated 
by 
the 


fact that 
the republican members hare 


deliberately absented themselves from the 
meetings of the Cortes. They may be in the 
capital, and it is not impossible that they may 
be arrested; but the fact will still remain—the 
party caliiug itself republican is not in sympa- 
thy with the government. 
That parly is 


strong, and, when we add to it the defeated 
but still hopeful Carlists and the not despairing 
Isabellinos, we can form gome idea of the 
actual condition of Spain. The government, 
it is true, still has the army on which to lean ; 
but with the Carlists, the Isabellinos and the 
republicans all influencing it at various points, 
and with more or less force, the army cannot 
much longer be safely lelied upon for support. 
The one thing which is wanted to make the 
Spanish rerolulion hopeful is a rorolution in 
the army. If the army could only break loose 
and ally itself with the people we should ceasa 
to hare any difficulty in believing in the future 
of one of the grandest countries of Europe. 
Surely there is a future for Spain. She cannot 
lie in the dust forever. But when will the 
daylight be seen, if the army is to remain a 
blind, unthinking machine, which does its 
work with equal effect whether Isabella reigns 
or Prim rales? If the Spanish army would 
only think all would be well. Meanwhile, we 
are prepared for any news—ready for any 
surp rise.

Tho Gold Exchange Trouble. 


The real money changers have had their 


eyes opened to tho necessity of cutting loose 
from the gamblers; hence the difficulty of set- 
liug in motion again tho wheels of the gold 
dealing machinery. On the one side we see 
the substantial men—the men who deal in coin 
as a merchandise—who really buy and sell the 
article. They want a safe and practicable plan 
of accommodating the differences between 
themselres and other houses without their 
being put to the labor of handling the material 
a dozen times orer. But it is in this effort of 
the real trader to aroid handling the metal that 
the gambler has his origin. Any transaction 
that is done on paper he is equal to. So long 
as the dealers only exchange a piece of paper, 
marked with the indebtedness of one or 
another, he is their peer. 
But the moment 


that a transaction in gold must be accompanied 
with the material fact of a delivery of the 
article he is done for. Now the theory of the 
Clearing House is that it is to calculate the dif- 
ferences of a series of sales so that the smallest 
possible amount of coin may hare to be handled. 
Its abuse is that it facilitates the transactions 
on paper; and because it is so subject to this 
abuse, because it does not seem possible to 
hare it separated .from this abuse, the real 
traders desire to be rid of it. But on the 
other side are the speculatire gentlemen. 
They hare no gold—though their checks, 
if not followed up too far and too fast, 
may be "good" for any amount they choose 
to buy. They come down town at 
ten

is to happen ia half an hour that will 
make it worth 135. They buy at 130, ana 
if the gold rises to 135 they get the difference 
between thirty aad thirty-fire on each dollar of 
the amount; and if it falls to twenty-nine they 
pay the difference. 
Their transaction is the one 


or the fire cents difference on each dollar, for 
they norer held the amount named iu the sale, 
whether it were for ten thousand or ten mil- 
lion dollars. 
For these gentlemen a gold 


clearing house is vital air. 
They cannot have 


a vigorous existence without it, and they will 
not have it voted out of being, and as it comas 
to roling, these speculatire gentlemen, who are 
much more numerous than ths others, will hare 
their way, or in the words of Thursday's dis- 
cussion "ihe parlies without property will 
force rules and regulations upon the parties 
who hare property." What will be the ultimate 
effect? 
The dealers will eventually bare a 


system of their own and will leave the finan- 
ciers of fictitious transactions to themselves, 
and the people at large will know how to dis- 
tinguish between the two.

'.Hie Projected Salt Water System. 


Within the program me presented by the per- 


sons who propose the use of salt water instead of 
Croton for extinguishing fires and cleaning the 
streets there is possible a great city improve- 
ment and some great benefits to the people at 
large. Certainly we cannot loo carefully guard 
against such a calamity as the actual want of 
water in this great city. Are we safe agains 
such a possibility? 
Suppose at once an 


exceptional season of drought and umisna 
demands upon the water, and we should no 
only be put to the necessity of forbidding th 
use of water for ordinary purposes, but we 
might be compelled to limit its use for even 
domestic purposes. 
We must bear ia mind 


that the supply of our water does not increase 
year by year, and that the demand for it does 
steadily and very greatly increase. With a 
population such as we shall hare on this island 
in ten years we shall be compelled to get our 
water from other sources than the Croton and 
its tributaries, unless in the meantime we 
shall hare done what we may to enable us to 
keep the Croton especially for use in the 
house.

The Empiess Eugenie la Stambou!. 


Henceforth among the great political events 


of the age history will chronicle, doubtless as 
one of the most remarkable, the visit of the 
Empress of the French to Constantinople, 
the capital of the East, the seat of an infidel 
government. It is an event which has an 
importance that cannot fail to become evident 
Not only does this striking occurrence refer to 
tho political changes that hare succeeded in 
the Old World, but still more to the progress of 
religious sentiment. It is, to a certain extent, 
the destruction of the barrier that since the 
commencement of the world's history so dis- 
tinctly divided the followers of different creeds. 
The Sultan has done much towards this step 
himself by breaking through the rules pre- 
scribed by iiio ancient doctrine of his cieed 
and visiting the capital of France during the 
late International Exhibition. It proves that 
henceforward diplomatic intercourse is and 
must be untrammelled by religious differences— 
in fact, the supremacy of Slate interests above 
the rariance of creed. 
Tho Empress has 


undertaken a great step, which lias nerer been 
equalled in history since the visit of the Queen 
of Sheba to King Solomon. Fully aware of 
the importance of the mighty undertaking that 
will, in all probability, cause a complete revo- 
lution in the political, commercial and social 
relations between the Eisl and the West 
she wUhes that tue opening of the Suez 
Canal shall bo gieeled by herself in person, as 
the representative of one of the great Powers 
of Christian Europe. 
So important does this 


event appear to her far-seeing mind thai, not- 
withstanding the direct support lent to the 
great scheme by her husband, the Emperor, 
she deems it a duty that he should also be duly 
represented at its consummation. Prevented 
by his delicate state of health fiom taking a 
personal part in the ceremonies, he could no 
have chosen a more suitable representative o 
the French nation than his own wife. Th 


j Snltan, as we are informed by cable despatch 


has received her Majesty with the most im- 
posing and magnificent ceremony. The event 
to him is of the highest rndmcnC It is an eri- 
dence of the good will of a mighty Power, 
made directly apparent to himself and all 
Europe. It is an indirect warning to the Czar 
of all the Russias that Russian influence must 
no more attempt its despotic rule on Ottoman 
soil. And still more, it is a proof that erery 
effort will be made to bring about an amica- 
ble settlement of the difficulties existing be- 
tween the Sublime Porte and the Viceroy of 
Egypt. 
In all these weighty matters the 


hand of the great European diplomatist is visi- 
ble; it prores his great forethought and ready 
action. It prores still more especially his de- 
sire to preserve the peace of Europe, which 
depends scarcely less upon a harmonious un- 
derstanding among all parties in the East than 
upon the observance of law and order in the 
heart of France,

Quebec, and it is to be presumed by others of 
the French Canadian prelates, in going to and 
returning from Eome to attend the Ecumenical 
Council and after its close shall be defrayed 
from tho imperial exchequer in Paris. By this 
act Napoleon does graceful homage both to 
the indestructibility of the French race and 
the indivisibility of French sentiment, besides 
performing a useful and well-timed act of 
Catholic Voluntaryism. 
The Fiench Cana- 


dians are, after all, Frenchmen still, and the 
memory aad traditions of La Belle France 
cheer and console their frugal hearths and 
rudely constructed homesteads amid the bleak 
rigors and many difficulties and privations inci- 
dent to a North American winter jnst as effec« 
tually as if the three thousand miles of ocean 
which intervene between them and the land 
of their fathers were obliterated. Thrifty and 
industrious in their humble erery-day pursuits^ 
the French Canadians are poor in the goods 
of the world, so that there is little doubt 
that the contribution of his Majesty—coming 
as it does from the imperial private exchequer 
or "privy purse" and not from the tax budget 
of the empii e—will ba a vastly agreeable as well 
as very timely relief to their spiritual guides. 


The French Canadians hare nerer been 


fused with the British people or Anglo-Saxon 
interest in North America. 
They read baok 


to the period of the settlement of Jacques 
Carlier and the war triumphs of Monlcalm, but 
still endeavor to ignore, in memory at least 
the action and victory of General Wolfe, 
which brought them only British taxation, a 
complex, ill-defined system of jurisprudence

Arthur. Tiiey remain, notwithstanding, use- 
ful subjects of the British Crown when left 
undisturbed in their home pursuits.

The President and party left Frederick this morn- 


ing, accompanied by Marshal Goldsboro, Dr. Sohley, 
Colonel Yernon, Colonel Trail and otiiers, including 
several ladies, for the Antietam battle field. They 
travelled over the mountains In carriages. On the 
way Secretary Cox and Colonel Vernon pointed out 
tho several scenes of the conflict, in which they

Frederick— Arrival at Antlctaui— Visit to tlie

WASHIKGTON, Oct. 15, i860. 


The President and party left Frederick this morn- 


ing, accompanied by Marshal Goldsboro, Dr. Sohley, 
Colonel Yernon, Colonel Trail and otiiers, including 
several ladies, for the Antietam battle field. They 
travelled over the mountains In carriages. On the 
way Secretary Cox and Colonel Vernon pointed out 
tho several scenes of the conflict, in which they 
were both engaged, the South Mountain being 
of peculiar interest to 
President 
Grant and 


General Sherman, who 
made many 
inquiries 


concerning the hostilities at that point. Gene- 
ral 
Sherman, witli 
several 
other gentlemen, 


hastily passed over a portion of tho ground on foot, 
while the hordes were resting, in order to have a 
better understanding of the events and movements 
of that day. Secretary Cox was a general in ths 
Army of the Potomac and assumed command of the 
Ninth corps aftsr General Keno was killed at South 
Mountain. 


At MidUIetown large crowds surrounded the open 
carriage of the President, greeting him with cheers, 
ana not forgetting General Sherman m their acclaim 
or welcome. Miniature flais aud handkerchiefs 
were waved by the ladies and the bells of the vil- 
lage rung. A reception equally enthusiastic was 
given at Boensboro and also at Keeuysville. 
The party arrived at Anlietam Cenieiery at half- 
past two o'clock, having travelled a distance of 
about twenty miles in carriages. A lar"e crowd of 
the residents or the vicinity were there in waiting 
Judge Weisell, of Hagerstown, received the Presi- 
dent in a brie! address, in which i'u spoke of tli" 
eminent services the President haa rendered to the 
country and of the graves ol the deaa who fell in 
defence of the Union, and concluded His speech by 
saying he had been instructed by the citizens or 
Haeerstown to invite the President ana party to 
visit that seat of the county. 


The President returned liis thanks and eaid he had 


been nigbly gratified with his visit to Western Mary- 
land, but as they had' to take the cars at hall-past 
three o'clock they would not have time to visit 
Uagerstown. General Sherman, Secretary Cox and 
Postmaster General Creswell were then severally 
introduced to tlie crowd.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


Tho Ellect of t!io Work in a New Point of 


View—The Alabama Claims in Question. 


TO THE EWTOB OP THE LONDON TKLEQBAPH:— 
Tne question of the "Alabama claims," althottch 
shelved for the present, may at any convenient pe- 
riod revive again, it 19 not iny intention to enter 
into any controversy as to the merits of tlie case, but 
with your permission to raise attention to a oircum- 
stanco not hitherto considered, namely, now tlie at- 
titude of this country may bo aifected, la dealing 
witli this complex question, by the opening of the 
Suez Canal on tho 17th November next; and to 
this end 1 purpose directing tlie attention of your 
readers. 


I beg it, however, to he distinctly understood tliat, 
as it would ill become any member of the adminis- 
tration of the Suez Canal Company to betray any 
party or national bias, I shall endeavor, as far as 
iiesm my power, to confine my observations to 
lacts and inferences which may be reasonably drawn 
from them, leaving your readers to decide for them- 
selves. \Vitti this olyect in view, it is necessary 
tout i should briefly retrace the negotiations with 
reference to the "Alabama claims." 
It may still be fresh m tne recollection of vour 
readers that two days alter the sieaatnre of the cou- 
veution, on the 12th ot Kovember last, Mr. Keverdy 
Johnson mlormed Lord Stanley that lie had received 
a telegraphic message saving, "Claims Convention 
eutu-e>y acceptable, except as to place of meet- 
ing; and that it is esseutial to its approval by 
the Senate that tse place be Washington, and 
not London.1' To tkls Lord Stan'.ev agreed, although. 
He cousideied it would be productive'of incon- 
venience, and au additional article was signed on the 
asd ol .November to that effees. On tiie 27tli and 
again on the 30th Xoveuiber Lord Stanley received 
telegraphic despatches from Mr. Thornton, inform- 
ing mm of "the very important modifications which 
Mr. deward wishes to be made in that agreement," 
because the convention was not in accordanc0 with 
Mr. Keveruy Jounsoa's instructions, and that lie was 
sure tne Senate would refuse to sanction it. Lord 
Stanley vrrote to Mr. Thornton ou tae StU December

Win 
remarkable perspicuity he gives a thorough hlstorj 
of the "arms and armor" used by tho Assyrians, tha 
Greeks, the Gauls, the Romans and other ancient 
historic nations. Coming to later elays we have a 
not less perfect history of tae arms and armoc 
used in Europe and elsewhere from the Christina 
era to the transition period when the discovery of 
gunpowder gradually brought about a change In thd 
style of defensive and offensive weapons. The teiitli 
chapter Is written by the translator, and is conflneit 
to a history of "Arms aud Armor ia England." Tha 
last chapter gives a very full account of artlllera 
and small arms, and the notes at the end of tna 
book are valuable for reference. Throughout thq 
pages are embellished by numerous engravings or> 
wood, admirably executed aud illustrating the subi 
Jeet.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


Tho Ellect of t!io Work in a New Point of 


View—The Alabama Claims in Question. 


TO THE EWTOB OP THE LONDON TKLEQBAPH:— 
Tne question of the "Alabama claims," althottch 
shelved for the present, may at any convenient pe- 
riod revive again, it 19 not iny intention to enter 
into any controversy as to the merits of tlie case, but 
with your permission to raise attention to a oircum- 
stanco not hitherto considered, namely, now tlie at- 
titude of this country may bo aifected, la dealing 
witli this complex question, by the opening of the 
Suez Canal on tho 17th November next; and to 
this end 1 purpose directing tlie attention of your 
readers. 


I beg it, however, to he distinctly understood tliat, 
as it would ill become any member of the adminis- 
tration of the Suez Canal Company to betray any 
party or national bias, I shall endeavor, as far as 
iiesm my power, to confine my observations to 
lacts and inferences which may be reasonably drawn 
from them, leaving your readers to decide for them- 
selves. \Vitti this olyect in view, it is necessary 
tout i should briefly retrace the negotiations with 
reference to the "Alabama claims." 
It may still be fresh m tne recollection of vour 
readers that two days alter the sieaatnre of the cou- 
veution, on the 12th ot Kovember last, Mr. Keverdy 
Johnson mlormed Lord Stanley that lie had received 
a telegraphic message saving, "Claims Convention 
eutu-e>y acceptable, except as to place of meet- 
ing; and that it is esseutial to its approval by 
the Senate that tse place be Washington, and 
not London.1' To tkls Lord Stan'.ev agreed, although. 
He cousideied it would be productive'of incon- 
venience, and au additional article was signed on the 
asd ol .November to that effees. On tiie 27tli and 
again on the 30th Xoveuiber Lord Stanley received 
telegraphic despatches from Mr. Thornton, inform- 
ing mm of "the very important modifications which 
Mr. deward wishes to be made in that agreement," 
because the convention was not in accordanc0 with 
Mr. Keveruy Jounsoa's instructions, and that lie was 
sure tne Senate would refuse to sanction it.

an essay on political economy, bnt simply to call 
attention to the merles of the work before us.

Continued Congressional Investigation—De- 


cline of Shipbuilding and Shipping Inter- 
ests. 
Tlie Congressional committee'met again yesterday 


at the Custom douse, at ten o'clock, Mr. Lynch, or 
Maine, In the chair. 


Mr. A. C. STIMEKS, Naval Engineer, addresses the 


committee. He spoke of the law lu England, where 
the materials of tne vessel's construction were free 
Irom duty, ana all the stores afterwards; lie advo- 
cated the passage or such a law to the United States, 
and we can then successfully compete with Eng- 
land and any other country, and we could build 
vessels as cheap as any other. He denied that we 
could not bulia iron steamships equal to those bntlt in 
England, and said Mr. Rowland, of this city, had 
bnilt iron steamshins as good as any that had been 
constructed In England, and their models were far 
superior. He Had superintended their construction in 
several places in the United States, and he had never 
seen in Europe their hulls surpassed. The duty Here 
on materials for wooaen snips was from six to eight 
dollars, and from eight to ten dollars per ton, accord- 
Ing to the size. The builders of wooden ships adapt 
themselves readily to the building of iron ones. The 
difference is very simple. All we want is to be put 
on a par with England; antl we prefer to use Ameri- 
rlcaa materials, 'lor they are of better quality. The 
materials of construction ana the stores should be 
free from duty, and we can successfully compete with 
England; such is the liberal policy of all foreign na- 
tions, he believed. If this policy were adopted he 
believed onr ships would mase better profits, they 
wonlcJ earn more money than foreign ships. They 
are more profitable vessels to run. We have always 
led all nations in the qualities of our vessels; they 
could be ran by foreign seamen as well as by Ameri- 
can citizens; we mate no exceptions in manning our 
vessels in respect to nationality. He thought that if 
the policv ot England were adopted here there 
would be very few vessels purchased abroad. He 
thought that Ir restrictions were removed we could 
prodoce vessels here quicker than we could get 
them from abroad, either of iron or wood; the facili- 
ties for supplying material here would increase 
according to the demand. We produce in this coun- 
try everything necessary except perhaps mamla, bnt 
wire rigging is very generally used now, and we 
produce that in this country. Mr. Stimers "aid that 
at Chester, Pa., Wilmington, Del., Sew York and 
Boston the means were at hand to so to worfe and 
build iron ships if any demand was made for them. 
He was satisfied that better vessels could-be built 
here than in European ports. 


T. F. ROWLAND, proprietor or the Continental Iron 
Works, Greenpolnt, said that he had a contract for 
tares monitors and bail* them Irom the keel up with- 
out the aid of a single esport; the experts navia" 
struck lor higher wages hs discharged ihein all and 
cook plumbers, carpenters and all sons of mechanics 
m their place. He built the Puritan, and the oesi 
mechanics in the country will testify that no better 
piece of iron workmanship was ever turned out ol 
any shipyard. He thought the best way to remedy 
the depression in the business of iron shipbaJIdme 
would be to take the duty off iron and make the 
Pennsylvania ironmasters comedoira in than- price. 
The decline in American shipbuuflin" lie attributed 
in a great measure to the aversion of American capi- 
talists to invest in what yields bnt a small ner cent 
of profit. The Held of sneculaUon is ofaerwise 
so extended and the inducements so much greater 
that capital has no inclination to wait on tne small 
and slow ret urns of shipbuilding. He could build 
an iron ship irhich should be ten per cent less than 
tlie English cost, if the duty were taken off iron 
The cost of machinery here is the same per iiorse 
power as in Encland. The American bar iron, he 
said, will hang up *),000, probably 60,003 pounds to 
the square inch, while the English will noc hold up 
more than 33,000. It would be an advantage to this 
country, he toonght, if she would adopt a system of 
registration similar to that at Lloyds, in London 
l)r. L. A. SMITH:, naval architect, said that the 
cost of an iron vessel, of 1,003 tons, ready for sea, 
without stores, woulu be about SHG,sOo in Knziand 
while here she would cost about §121,000, so that it 
makes about ?-l,ooa in favor of England. 
Mr. \Yii,LLixs, of the lirm o£ Williams & Guion 
said that it was manifest to him. lilteen years a»x> 
that we were about to loie our shipbuilding traife 
as iron ships had come to be regarded as the saiesc 
and cheapest in the end; and England haviu1"- 
much greater facilities and means was bound to dis- 
tance this country entirely. The war on!y Hastened 
the result. lie was in favor of free craae in slaps, 
ana he believed 11 this had been the practice belore 
the war we would have saved ths most of our CDUI- 
merce. 
Mr. W. NELSON, Jr., of the Shipowners' Association, 
said the question concerned the whole conntrs— 
East. West, north and South—ana that the entire 
energies of the people would be gladly devoted to 
the raising UD ol' our prostrate commerce if govern- 
ment would give the encouragement. 
Vv'e were 
dragged down by an obsolete and fossilized law—a 
law that forbids us from purchasing our tonnage iu 
any foreign market we choose. The tonnage of Ureat 
Britain at this time, of all kinds, is almost ennal to 
that of all the world beside. It has increased 
over 100 per cent in ten years, while ours has de- 
creased full fifty per ceu;. There were three things 
necessary to revive onr shipping interests—vessels, 
marine insurance and negotiable paper based upon 
the body of the vessel and the policy which covers 
it. One gentleman says that the people of Great 
Britain are content tvitu small profits; bat he thought 
otherwise, from the energy they showed in develop- 
ing marine enterprise. 
We can only build up our 
tonnage on the basis of free trade. 
We must also 
discard wooden vessels, for their clay is past, and 
Invesc In none bue Iron ships, with steam for the 
motive power.

To THE EDITOK OP THE HERALD:— 


At ths mass meeting in Cooper Institute on Tues- 


day last the subject which drew most of mr fellow 
workmen there was comparatively ignored; so yon 
will otjlige by allowing me a small space for a su'ojecc 
of general importance to the public ana of particu- 
lar importance to us. For years past, both here and 
In England, the boot and shoe trade has been the 
victim of shallow philanthropists, who have cast 
unfair burdens on us by compelling us to compete 
on unequal terms with pri eon, reformatory, orphan 
asylum, deaf and dumb institute and other labor oi the 
tame class. These institutions are supported either 
directly or, indirectly by our labor, and yet these 
persons whom we partly support are put in compe- 
tit ion with us in the marfiet, though we have our- 
selves and families -wholly to maintain oy onr in- 
dustry. Self-interest has not so blinded us to the 
dictates of humanity as to desire to block up any 
just pathway of these persons to honest labor; but 
what we do most earnestly protest against is that 
ours should ue made the scapegoat of all trades and 
businesses in this robbing "Peter to pay Paul" kind 
of charity. There can be no just reason why the 
scnm of all employments should be forced into our 
ranks, to the depreciation of ihe moral and material 
value ol our trade, Americans protested against 
European nations sending their criminals to her, 
and Australia put a Hlte veto on a similar action of 
theBrltlsl)government,therefore what was unjust
